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RUSSIAN FLEET AT KOREA? 


Report That Ninety Warships 
Have Arrived at Masam-Pho. 
Yesterday Part of Manchuria Should 
Have Been Evacuated, but No 
Move Has Been Made by 
the Russians There.

PARIS, Oct. 8.—Official information re 
ceived here shows that a formidable Rus 
sian fleet, comprising ninety warships of 
all classes, has left. Port Arthur and has 
arrived at Masan-Pho, Korea, where the ; 
Japanese fleet had already arrived. The 
Russian ships have anchored within the 
harbor alongside the Japanese ships. 

Several brigades of Russian troops have 
been moved forward to the Korean bound- 
ary, and are now encamped on the border. 
‘Diplomatic negotiations between Russia 
and Japan are still proceeding at Tokio. 
These do not relate to the evacuation of 


Manchuria by the Russian troops, but to 
the future of Korea. 

The Patrie, in a dispatch from Darm- 
stadt, gives an interview with Alexander 
Savinsky, the Secretary of Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff, who, it is stated, spoke 
on the authority of his chief upon Russo- 
Japanese relations. M. Savinsky is quoted 
as saying: 

“Our agents at Tokio have informed us 
that Japan desires war and is prepared 
for it. We have enough troops in Siberia 
to resist all the Japanese forces.” 


-TIEN-TSIN, Oct. 8.—A telegram from 
Yin-Kow, under date of Oct. 8, states that 
the Russians are taking no steps to evac- 
uate Niu-Chwang. 

Reports from the north show that the 
Russians are holding their positions every- 
where. 


YOKOHAMA, Oct. 8—According to 
Chinese reports to-day the date fixed for 
the evacuation of parts of Manchuria by 
the Russian troops passed without a Rus- 
sian move toward the evacuation. 

In the meantime the negotiations regard- 
ing Korea and Manchuria are proceeding 
at Tokio between the Japanese Cabinet and 
the Russian Minister, Baron de Rosen. The 
latter is acting under direct instructions 
from Admiral Alexieff, Viceroy of the Far 
East. The prospect of an agreement is 
considered doubtful, unless Russia makes 
substantial concessions. 

The rumor of the Japanese rejection of 
the Russian demands is officially denied. 
The press to-day was officially warned 
against indulging in sensationalism. 

China is understood to be waiting for the 
result of Japan's negotiations before fur- 
ther treating with Russia for the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Foreign Office in- 
.%<rms The Associated Press that it has 
heard nothing of the reported gathering of 
Pussian warships at Masam-Pho. The 
Fcreign Office reiterates that Government 
advices give no indication of the possibility 
of a Russian-Japanese outbreak. 

The Associated Press learns that the dis- 
patches from the British Minister to Japan, 
Sir Claude M. Macdonald, while detailing 
meny requests made by Russia in the pres- 
ent negotiations at Tokio in conmection 
with concessions in Korea, relating chiefly 
to wharves, make no reference to any pos- 
sibility of an impending crisis. 

The Japanese Minister here, Baron Hay- 
ashi, yesterday described the announce- 
ment made by The Daily Mail’s corre- 
spondent at Kobe, that Baron de Rosen had 
presented a note to the Japanese Gov- 
ernment contending that Japan had no right 
to interfere in the question of the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria and proposing the parti- 
tion of Korea between Russia and Japan, as 
“fantastical and unworthy of considera- 
tion.”” News from Kobe, the Minister says, 
“jis about as unreliable as news from 
Shanghai.” WHe reiterated that there was 
nothing in the situation in Korea to occa- 
sion uneasiness. 

‘*I have not heard and I do not believe,” 
said the Minister, “‘ that Russia has inti- 
mated her refusal to evacuate Manchuria 
and that she has refused to allow Japan 
to interfere with her occupation. I see 
nothing in the situation at the present mo- 
ment that supports the reports of a war- 
like attitude on the part of either Russia 
or Japan.” 

The Minister added that he had not re- 
ceived a word regarding any concentration 
or alarming movement of the Russian fleet 
in the Far East. 

Regarding the report that the Russian 
fleet had arrived at Masam-Pho, Baron 
Hayashi remarked that Russia had only 
about thirty war vessels in the whole Far 
Joast, and that it “ would be a paystcet im- 
possibility, on account of coal and other 
supplies, for them to remain at Masam- 
Pho. It would be the most unlikely place 
for them tp go to, even if Russia contem- 
mage hostilities, as it is within easy strik- 
ng distance of Japan's strong naval base 
at Tsu, on the Straits of Korea.” 

So far as Baron Hayashi knows, it would 
be equally unreasonable for the Japanese 
fleet to go to Masam-Pho. 


INSURANCE POLICIES BARRED. 


Wisconsin Government Warns 
York Concern to Stop Issuing 
Certain Kinds,

sterdam Casualty Company of New York 
has been notified by Insurance Commis- 
sioner Herst that it must cease issuing cer- 
tain policies, or contracts, through the 
Great Northern Registry Company of Mil- 
waukee, or it will become his duty to re- 


voke the New Amsterdam Company’s 
license to do business in this State. The 
notice is based on the opinion by the At- 
torney General that the company has vio- 
lated the laws of the State. 

The policies issued through the Great 
Northern Registry Company purport to be 
based on a $1, accident policy, with $5 
per week for temporary disability, and 
payment of $1 per year to cover all. The 
Attorney General, in his opinion, says the 
policy as a whole is calculated to mislead.

It is important, adds the correspondent, 
that Europe should not lose sight of the 
urgent necessity of alleviating the suf- 
fering in Macedonia and Bulgaria. The | 
relief organized by the Turks with much 
blowing of trumpets is a delusion. 


LIFE INSURANCE AGENCY SOLD. 


Business Over to the New York Life.

MACON, Ga., Oct. 8—R. H. Plant has 
sold to the New York Life Insurance Com- 
pany his general agency. The considera- 
tion is not made public, but among bankers 
it is said to be more than $500,000. They 
say their reason for naming such a big 
figure is that they know that a few years 
ago Mr. Plant refused an offer of a half 
million dollars for it. 

Mr. Plant's territory embraced the States 
adjacent to Georgia, and it is said that 
from the commissiong,of his business he 
had the largest income of any insurance 
agent in the country. It has been variously 
estimated at from $50,000 to $70,000 per 
annum above all expenses for conducting 
the business. 

Mr. Plant took charge of the agency 
twenty-five years ago. Business was small 
then, and he secured a very valuable con- 
tract from the New York. 

The company in the last ten years has 
made repeated efforts to buy the contract, 
but Mr. Plant always refused to sell. Mr. 
Plant has made over a million dollars out 
of the contract, not including the sum just 
paid by the New York Life. 


PRESIDENT GIVEN RESIGNS. 


Discrepancies Found in Accounts of 
Lancaster County (Penn.) Railway 
and Light Company. 


LANCASTER, Penn., Oct. 8.—Rumors 
which have been current for some time 
affecting the relations of William B. Given, 
President of tpe Lancaster County Railway 
and Light Company, with that company, 
culminated to-day in the announcement that 
Mr. Given has tendered his resignation as 
President and that serious discrepancies, 
amounting, it is alleged, to $100.000 or 
more, have been discovered in the accounts 
of the company. 

Mr. Given has in recent years been re- 
garded as a man of large wealth, and has 


been noted as an operator on a very ex- 
tensive scale in the stock market. 

The unprecedented slump during the past 
year, and particularly in recent months, it 
1s said, carried with it such heavy losses 
that he was unable to meet the further 
demands from his brokers for margins, and 
his accounts were closed out. His opera- 
tions were reported to be large in Steel, 
Consolidated Lake Superior, Copper, Union 
Pacific, and Southern Railway. 

An expert accountant has been at work 
on the books for some time. Several offi- 
cers of the company fully conversant with 
the situation, while confirming the state- 
ment that Mr. Given’s resignation as Presi- 
dent had been submitted and acknowledg- 
ing that the investigfation has revealed 
discrepancies, say that for the present they 
have no statement to make public. 

The company of which Mr. Given is 
President controls all the electric rail- 
ways of the county now in operation, as 
well as the electric —_ and gas companies 
of Lancaster and Coiumbia. 

Yesterday Mr. Given resigned the Presi- 
dency of the Columbia Trust Company and 
withdrew from its Board of Directors. T 
Vice President of the trust company 
evening stated that Mr. Given is not 
debted to that institution and that it will 
not be affected in the least by his finan- 
cial troubles. 


DR. GREER’S ELECTION. 


Church Newspaper Says Choice of Co- 
adjutor Violated Canon — Local 


Clergymen Deny It.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 8.—According to the 
Living Church, an authority on Episcopal 
Church affairs, Dr. D. H. Greer’s election 
as Coadjutor of the New York Diocese is 
null and void and uncanonical.

XIX., Section 5, that ‘‘ before the election 
of a Bishop Coadjutor for reason of extent 
of diocese, the consent of the General Con- 
vention, or during the recess thereof the 


consent of the majority of the Bishops and 
of the several standing committees, must 
be had and obtained.” 

Before the election this consent was not 
asked. 


ape 3 to Hishop Potter, Dr. Greer 
was canonically elected. The Bishop in his 
opening address positively declared that he 
needed a coadjutor, and intimated that he 
would have one were he to pay him out 
of his own pocket. Then he asked the con- 
vention to consider the question. 

For some days previous there had been 
rumors of uncanonical proceedings, but the 
Bishop, according to the clergy, put these 
contentions aside by himself asking for a 
coadjutor, which they say was sufficient. 
The convention later acceded unanimously 
to his wishes, and elected Dr. Greer, ac- 
cording to the canons. Local clergymen 
declared, that every requirement of the 
canons was adhered to. 


DOWIE ISSUES HIS ORDERS. 


Zionites Must, If Possible, Either Come 
to New York or Abjure Their 
Religion.

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TO EXTRADITE GRAETERS| 


Treaties Covering Bribery to be 
Negotiated at Once, 


At Mr. Folk’s Request the President Or- 
ders Work Begun—The Treaties 


Will Be Retroactive.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.--Circult Attorney 
Folk of St. Louis, whose efforts to secure 
the punishment of grafters have been part- 
ly nullified by the escape of some to for- 
eign countries, called at the White House 
to-day to urge upon the President the ne- 
gotiation of extradition treaties to secure 
their return. 

As a result of his visit the President be- 
gan work on the preparation of treaties 
with Great Britain and France, making 
bribery extraditable, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral furnished Mr. Folk with an opinion 
that the treaty with Mexico is retroactive. 

Four of the St. Louls boodlers are out of 
the reach of the law, two in Mexico, one 
in France, and one in Canada, The fugi- 
tives in Mexico reached that country before 
the new gxtradition treaty became effective. 

Mr. Folk suggested that treaties should 
soon be made which will cover similar 
cases in the future. He also raised the 
point that any one of the nineteen boodlers 
now convicted and awaiting sentence could 
raise the largest amount of bail that could 
reasonably be ask@fi and then go to some 
country where, in the absence of proper 
treaty arrangements he would be safe from 
arrest 

The President sent a messenger to the 
State Department with a summons for 
Secretary Hay, and when the Secretary 
appeared informed him of his decision to 


; support Mr. Folk to the utmost. 


Mr. Folk said he believed the supple- 
mental treaty recently negotiated with the 
Mexican Government would permit of the 
extradition of Charles Kratz and Adolph 
Maders, and that supplemental treaties 
should be negotiated with Great Britain 
and France, so that D. J. Kelley and Ellis 
Wainwright could also be extradited. 

The President suggested that an opinion 
be obtained from the Attorney General as 
to whether such provisions would hold in 
law. He then dictated a letter to Attorney 
General Knox, which was delivered to Mr. 
Knox by Mr. Folk. 

The Attorney General later in the after- 
noon rendered an opinion sustaining Mr. 
Folk. He held that the Mexican treaty 
was retroactive, and that if supplemental 
treaties with other countries were ratified 
they would be similarly operative. 

Armed with this opinion, Mr. Folk re- 
turned to the White House, where the 
President was walting. When he had read 
the reply of the Attorney General, Mr. 
toosevelt directed Secretary ar 4 to ad- 
dress letters to Ambassador Choate in 
London and Ambassador Porter in Paris, 
directing them to begin immediately nego- 
tiation with the Governments to which they 
are accredited for the ratification of a 
treaty which will add bribery to the list of 
offenses extraditable under those Govern- 
ments. 

Simiiar treaties will also be prepared at 
the State Department here, and [t ts be 
lieved that by the time the regular session 
of Congress begins in December they will 
be ready for the consideration of the Sen- 


ate. 

The President sald he would srongty 
recommend to the Senate the ratification 
of extradition treaties, and that he would 
take occasion to discuss the entire ques- 
tion of bribery in the message he will send 
to the Senate with the treaties. 

After leaving the White House Mr. Folk 
said: 

“If you look over the history of negotla- 
tions of extradition treaties you will find 
that crimes have been made extraditable 
merely as necessity demanded the change. 

“For a long time murder and larceny 
were the only extraditable offenses itnclud- 
ed in United States treaties. Then the 
increase in the number of bank cashiers’ 
peculations led to embezzlement being in- 
cluded in the treaties, until now there is 
no haven for this class of criminals. 

“The epidemic of boodling and bribery 
unearthed in the last year at St. Louis and 
the subsequent exposures in connection 
with the Post Office Department have 
brought to Mght more cases of this char- 
acter than in fifty years before. The de- 
mand for more effective extradition treaties 
cannot be questioned.” 


“GRAFT IN CHICAGO. 


Evidence of It Pours In Upon City Coun- 
cil Investigating Committee.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8. “Graft” evidence 
poured in to-day when the City Council 
Investigating Committee opened its session. 
Before the Aldermen had been togther two 
hours detailed charges were offered against 
several city employes. John J. Brown, who 
has been Acting Police Pension Clerk, is 
on the rack as a result of accusations of 
extortion. By noon there was a pile of af- 
fidavits and complaints six inches high 
on the committee table, and among them 
were several against Brown, who is 
charged with having solicited money from 
eligibles on the pension list for placing 
their names on the roll. 

One who bad heard most of the testi- 
mony which was given to the committee 
headed by Alderman E. F. Herrmann said: 

“It is certainly surprising that there 
should have been such an amount of sen- 
sational evidence brought to the committee 
only two days after it was appointed. It 
shows that people are alive to the situa- 
tion and are only waiting to see what will 
be done. Property owners, lawyers, and 
laymen brought in evidence which the com- 
mittee.will have to respect and follow 2 
Affidavits of crooked work by city offi- 
cials were a and complaints of 
what the writers thought was wrong. Some 
of the complaints are even more serious 
than the affidavits of. ‘ graft.’ 

‘Four large property owners are said to 
have filed charges of the greatest import 
relating to ‘grait,’ and three lawyers pre- 
sented {ntormation which will entail search- 
ing investigations by the committee. West- 
ern Starr of the Civil Service Reform 
League, also made a statement to the com- 
mittee of the jnformation in possession of 
that body relating to conditions in the Cit 
Hall, and to-morrow morning at 10 o'cloc 
will begin the presentation of his evidence 
by making formal charges in writing to the 
committee against certain departments and 
individuals.”’

MARRIED ON STOLEN MONEY. 


Buffalo Bank Messenger Took $2,500, 
Went to Milwaukee, and Wedded 
a Fond du Lac Girl. 


MILWAUKEE, Oct. 8.—Arthur C. Nagel, 
who absconded from Buffalo with $2,500 
on June 20 and who was arrested on sus- 
picion by Milwaukee detectives, confessed 
to Inspector Riener to-day. 

The young man worked for a Buffalo 
bank, and it was his duty to carry large 
sums of money from one bank to another. 
He will be held. 

Nagel arrived in Milwaukee shortly after 
leaving Buffalo, and made the acquaintance 
of Miss Frances McGintley of Fon du Lac, 
Wis. Two weeks later they were married, 
the wedding being performed in Chicago. 
The young couple and a friend of the bride 
then left for a wedding tour on the Pacific 
Coast and returned to Milwaukee eleven 
days ago. 

The actions of the youne man created 
suspicion in police circles and he was 
watched. His money was evidently giving 
out, as he began pawning some of the valu- 
able gems which he had purchased for 
his bride. 

Detectives then arrested him on suspi- 
cion. Only $74 of the $2,500 could be found. 
Nagel suid that he had spent the balance. 


BUFFALO, Oct. 8.—Nagel was employed 
as a messenger by the Third National Bank 
of this city. On June 20 a package con- 
taining $2,500 was given him for delivery 
at the Clearing House. Another bank mes- 
senger accompanied Nagel to the door of 
the stairway leading up to the Clearing 
Hiouse. 

The money was not deposited, and an 
hour later, when the Third National was 
notified, the police were asked to find Na- 
gel. A bonding company settled with the 
bank. 


CANADA’S EMERGENCY TROOPS. 


Minister of Defense Says She Will Have 
Force of 100,000 Men. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 8.—Sir Frederick Borden, 
Minister of Militia and Befense, in the 
House to-day, on a vote of $1,300,000 for 
arms and equipment, said that it was in- 
tended to have a force of 100,000 men to 
be called on in the ease of an emergency. 
Of these 40 per cent. will be enlisted at 
once, and nearly one-half will be called 
upon for annual drill. The other @ per 
cent. will be supplied with arms and am- 
munition, and will be ready in case of 
trouble. 

All the officers and non-commissioned 
officers will have to turn out for an an- 
nual drill, An ordnance corps, an engineer 
corps, and a mounted corps will be es- 
tablished at once. 


TILLMAN ON THE STAND. 


Testifies That Gonzales Had Been Bit- 
ter Toward Him Since He (Till- 
man) Was Twenty-one. 


LEXINGTON, 8. C., Oct. 8.—James H. 
Tillman went on the stand to-day as a 
witness in his own behalf in his trial for 
the murder of N. G. Gonzales. It-was just 
one hour before adjournment that his 
counsel asked that the defendant be called. 
With perfect self-composure, he arose from 
his seat among his attorneys and walked 
to the clerk’s desk to take the oath. He 
was on the stand an hour, and will con- 
tinue his testimony to-morrow. 

When he took the stand, he was asked 
to explain regarding any messages he may 
have sent to Gonzales. He replied that he 
had sent a verbal message to him by George 
S. Legare asking him (Gonzales) to meet 
him in Georgia. He said Gonzales wanted 
the invitation put in writing, but he was 
afraid it was a trap. He said also that 
he did not want to violate any of the duel- 
ing laws of his State, 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that when he was correspondent in 
Washingtor. for a Southern paper Gonzales 
was applicant for the position of Consul! 
yeneral to Shanghai, and that he wrote to 
his paper that Gonzales would not be ap- 
pointed and said he had had some hot 
words with him in a hotel lobby in Wash- 
ington, 

Asked as to Gonzales’s attitude toward 
his military career, he said: ‘‘It has al- 
ways been bitter toward me since I was 
twenty-one years old.” 

The question of his military career and 
the comments of The State were then taken 
up, Tillman testifying, among other things, 
that Gonzales wanted to have him court- 
martialed, Relative to the organization of 
a cempany of Indian scouts which has been 
referred to, the defendant said he wanted 
to organize such a company to take to 
the Philippines, but that President Mc- 
Kinley and the army officers in Washing- 
ton opposed it. 

Asked how he was_treated by Gonzales 
in his campaign for Governor, the defend- 
ant replied: “I think those editorials are 
fair samples of it."" He was asked next 
what had been the attitude of Gonzales 
toward him prior to 1902, to which he re- 
plied: ‘I think the paper hag been pretty 
well devoted to me since 1890,"" and in an- 
ewer to a further question he said the edi- 
torilals in The State had been extremely 
abusive of him. 

Twelve other witnesses were sworn dur- 
ing the day. Cole T. Blease testified that 
he had heard Dr. Adams advise Tillman 
to go down to The State office and fight 
Gonzales, to which Tillman replied that 
he was “Lieutenant Governor, and could 
not afford to have a difficulty, that he 
would be impeached.” The witness swore 
that on another occasion he heard Tillman 
say: ‘‘If Gonzales_attempts to carry out 
one of his threats_l. will make it the worst 
tragedy that ever happened in South Caro- 


ina. 
Other witnesses described the shooting of 


Gonzales.

It Its 
claimed that the property in question is a 
part of the numerous tracts that are in- 
cluded in the Blodgett claim, which has 
been hanging over many land owners for 
half a century.

DENIAL BY MORGAN & CO 


Statement of Connection With 
Shipbuilding Trust. 


HOW SHARES WERE SOLD 


Mr. Untermyer Says There is no 


Quarrel with Banking Firm— 
Correspondence on the Un- 
derwriting Plan. 


“Neither the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
nor any partner ever had any connection 
with the inception, organization, or financ- 
ing of the United States Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, nor have they ever received or owned 
any of its securities. As managers of the 
United States Steel Syndicate, we held the 
Bethlehem Steel Company stock until a 
purchaser could be found. It was trans- 
ferred to the United States Shipbuilding 
Company at exact cost, and the preferred 
and common stock which were received in 
lieu of interest and earnings of the com- 
pany were sold at private sale for $75,000, 
and the proceeds were distributed as part 
of the profit of the United States Steel Syn- 
dicate, 

“Any statement that we were parties to 
any agreement for selling the stock is 


wholly untrue.” 
This statement was issued yesterday aft- 


ernoon by the banking house of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. as a consequence of Daniel Le 
Roy Dresser's testimony that Charles M. 
Schwab and J. P. Morgan & Co. had ar- 
ranged for Harris, Gates & Co. to sell Mor- 
gan and Schwab holdings in United States 
Sshipbuilding ( ‘pany securities, aggre- 
gating 200,000 shures, ahead of the remain- 
der of the shipyard stocks held in a pool 
by the brokerage firm. 

Mr. Dresser had stated that the stocks in 
question had been given to Mr. Schwab 
with bonds worth $10,000,000 for the Beth- 
lehem Steel Works, and that Mr. Schwab 
had informed him that one-fourth of the 


bonus in stocks was to be handed over to 
the Morgan firm. The sale of the Bethle- 
hem works was described as having been 
consummated in the Morgan banking 
house on Aug. 11, 1902, when about $7,200,- 
000 was ee to the house for the Bethle- 
hem stock. 

After the formal statement had been 
issued by the bankers early in the after- 
noon @ member of the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co. was quoted by a news agency as 
supplementing it by saying that the $75,000 
mentioned in the statement represented 
what had been received for the $5,000,000 
(par value) preferred and common stock of 
the shipbuilding company. When this stock 
was sold was not disclosed, but the low 
price was said to indicate a recent date. 

The same member of the firm declared 
that J. P. Morgan & Co. had not been in 
any way a@ party to any agreement provid- 
ing that the said shares of me yee | 
stock were to be sold or marketed ahea 
of any other stock. 


VIEWS OF MR. UNTERMYER. 
The formal assertion issued by the Mor- 
gan firm was shown to Bimuel Untermy~ 
er, counsel for the plaintiffs in the action 


against the shipyard trust. It was Mr. 


Untermyer who conducted the direct ex- 
amination of Mr. Dresser day before yes- 
terday. 

**My clients have no quarrel with J. P. 
Morgan & Co., said Mr. Untermyer. 5 
know nothing as to the terms of their re- 
lations with the Ss deal except 
what Mr. Schwab had communicated to the 
newspapers, until Mr. Dreser furnished the 
information. I did not know the details of 
what his testimony would be until I heard 
them from the witness stand, but from our 
investigations we had every reason to be- 
lieve they would be interesting. The docu- 
ments that were placed in my hands for 
the first time after Mr. Dresser took the 
witness stand, and while he was testifying 
speak for themselves as to the connection 
of Morgan & Co.” 

The papers mentioned by the lawyer were 
introduced in evidence at Wednesday's 
hearing. 

“ There are two agreements, both tn writ- 
ing.’ he continued, “‘ and they are now in 
evidence. One is between essrs. Nixon 
and Dresser and J. P. Morgan & Co. By 
the terms of that document Messrs. Mor- 
gan sold to Messrs. Nixon and Dresser the 
shares of stock of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company for $7,246,000 in cash and $5,000,- 
060 equally divided between preferred and 
common stock of the shipbuilding com- 

any. 

"o The other agreement is dated the same 
day, and is between Messrs. Dresser and 
Nixon and the Trust Company of the Re- 
public of the first part, Charles M. Schwab 
of the second part, and Harris, Gates & 
Co. of the third part. Morgan & Co. are 
not parties to that agreement, but it is 
provided that the $5, .000 of stock which 
they were to get, as well as the $15,000,000 
of stock which Mr. Schwab was to get,’ 
were to be marketed by Harris, Gates & 
Co. at not less than $65 a share for the 
preferred and not less than $25 a share for 
the common, and that none of the balance 
of the stock of the company, except a 
small amount, which certain vendors were 
receiving, should be marketed or sold until 
the stock of Messrs. Morgan and Schwab 
had been disposed of. 

“We were not aware until now—and it is 
not material for the purpose of our case— 
that the Bethlehem Steel property was 
really owned by the United States Steel 
Company Syndicate. Our information is 
that it always was represented by Mr. 
Schwab as his property. Whatever the 
facts may be, they are certain to be dis- 
closed before the investigation is ended.

This, together with the 
amount raised in France, was to provide 
for the issue of the shipbuilding bonds of 
$9,000,000.

written by Col. McCook. 

French bankers of recognized position and 
large responsibility have completed the organi- 
zation, under the laws of France, of a banking 
and financial institution with a paid-up capi- 
tal of 20,000,000f., the head office being in Paris, 
and other offices will be established as required 
when found necessary. The principal object of 
this bank is to deal in such American indus- 
trial and other securities as shall be selected 
and approved by a committee which shall here- 
after be appointed, as hereinafter provided. 

A Paris cable dispatch of July 11 from 
John W. Young, promoter of the shipyard 
trust, was among the early messages quoted 
in the report of Mr. Dresser. 


HAD ARRANGED SALE. 


Mr. Young wired that “ we’ had ar- 
ranged “sale $2,500,000 bonds available 
few days." He added that the balance 
needed to pay all options would be placed 


“in good time.” Under the same date 
*“*“Maccook ” sent a message to ‘“ Young, c. 
Trebor, Paris.’’ in which he said: 

If Paris underwriters are good, they must re- 
spond to call same as underwriters here. If not 
good, the quicker known the better, so we can 
work here on balancs necessary. 


On the next or *“*Maccook” cabled to 
‘Beatty’ that the New York end must 
be informed promptly whether the Paris 
underwriters would respond to the call for 
the first payment to be made during the 
next week, and three days later another 
message from ‘‘ Maccook”’ read as follows: 

Legal responsibility of minor importance; we 
must know exactly how much Paris underwriting 
will respond in cash tc call. This should be as- 
certained by direct inquiry if necessary. Will 
Rogniat and Schreyer respond. * * * Depend 
on you for this information to-morrow. 


‘Beatty’ replied that ‘ Doctor Silvy, 
Rogniat’s lawyer,’ advised him that all the 
underwriting was legally enforcible, and 
that he himself had seen two banks, discov- 
ering the financial reliability of ‘‘ Notary 
Schreyer’s son” and ‘ Napolitani."’ The 
former was to take a million and the latter 
was ‘underwritten for fifty.”’ 

One day later Mr. Alexander (‘‘ Batty ”’) 
cabled to Col. McCook that he had further 
assurances of the success of the plan. Two 
more days passed before the following per- 
sonal note by cable: 

Maccook, New York: 

Koch, who underwrites eighty bonds, business 
man. Fiers says Koch has $20,000 a year. Leh- 
man Freres says Mayer, (Victor Mayer,) who 
underwrites 350 bonds, has rich mother and fam- 
ily, and well placed himself, BEATTY. 


About this time came a cable dispatch 
from John W. Young to Lewis Nixon, the 
former declaring that his commissions were 
due, inasmuch as “ Alexander’s examina- 
tions on behalf of Mercantile Trust as to 
validity Paris underwritings show it sub- 
stantial." Mr. Alexander, after sending 
messages telling of “slight delay,’ cabled 
on July 26 that he had caused it to be 
known that a leading English barker had 
said he could get $1,000,000 in twenty-four 
hours, He added: ‘‘ Which is true, of 
course."" Two days later, in a letter to 
Alexander & Green, he said the Italian un- 
derwriters were the only ones unwilling to 
pay. gery but that Dr. Silvy had ad- 
vised Rogniat that he was liable under_the 
French law to keep his agreement. On July 
31 Mr. Alexander cabled from Paris: 


I have seen Major Spilsbury, who seems to be 
well off, has a steam yacht, is not only ready 
to take his own shares, for which he only re- 
ceived call yesterday, but will take 250 more if 
Schreyer will give them up. Wants to stay in. 


There were more hopeful messages, and 
then, on Aug. 1, Rogniat cabled to the 
Trust Company of the Republic: ‘“‘I begin 
my payments to-day."’ On Aug. 3 Mr. Alex- 
ander sent word that Rogniat was “in 
such a hole” that he would “have to 
see the whole thing through.’’ Under date 
of Aug. 20 came the following: 

Paris, August 20. 
Maccook, New York: 

Heart to heart talk with Rogniat who has 
disclosed to me his assets which show him worth 
one million besides interest not easily valued. 
Now know his cause nog-paying, which is re- 
moved, Have seen telegrams showing £36,000 
here to-morrow, expect to pay whole of his call 
Wednesday of next week. Has given me names 
and quality his group; holds himself responsi- 
ble, would like indulgence end September as to 
group when expects either make payment or have 
them take $400,000 full paid bonds. His cable 
to-day I understand to prevent your forfeiting 
rights for not paying. Full impression favorable 
to earnest intention and ability to carry out 
every agreement. ALEXANDER. 


According to Mr. Dresser, Rogniat origi- 
nally signed for the whole $3,000,000 under- 
writing, and it was his agreement to obtain 
the other underwriters. 

MR. ALEXANDER’S LETTERS. 

Two letters from Mr. Alexander in refer- 
enee to the banking house of Drexel, Harjes 
& Co. were as follows:

James Shevlin Calls the Senator a 
Political Acrobat.

EFFECT OF LITTLETON SPEECH 


Eight and Perhaps Ten of Brooklyn’s 
Twenty-one Districts Counted as 
Against Willoughby Street. 


With Tammany Hall conducting an age. 
gressive warfare for the annihilation of the 
Hugh McLaughlin organization in Kings. 
County, and with McLaughjin, aided by 
James Shevlin, John L. Shea, and Martin 
W. Littleton, making a bitter fight to oust 
Senator Patrick H. McCarren from the or- 
ganization because of his pro-Tammany 
proclivities, Brooklyn ‘yesterday became 
the storm centre of the Mayoralty cam- 
paiga. 

All over the borough the word had gone 
forth last night that it was war to the 
bitter end between McCarren and Willough- 
by Street, and that all disguises had been 
thrown off. _McCarren was openly an- 
nounced as the “ Tammany Hall leader of 
Brooklyn,” and he did not make any at- 
tempt to deny the title. His Meutenants 
declared that the split between McCarren 
and McLaughlin had been widened to such 
an extent by the speech of Martin W. Lit- 
tleton at the McCarren Club meeting the 
night before that there was no more hope 
of healing it up than there was hope of 
patching up the breach between McLaugh- 
lin and Charles F. Murphy. 

Arong the Willoughby Street leaders the 
whole cause of the trouble is put directly . 
up to James Shevlin. McLaughlin is a very 
old man, and he had been dependifig 
strongly on the advice of Shevlin, who is 
relateg to the veteran by marriage, and of 
whom McLaughlin is especially fond. 
Shevlin generally is credited with having 
advised the large demands on the Tam- 
many Hail management, together with the 
statement on “graft” and ‘“ Tweedism ” 
which McLaughlin issued against Murphy, 
which together brought about the open 
break between Tammany and Willoughby 
Street. McCarren opposed this, and from 
that day McCarren and Shevlin haye been 
at swords’ points. 

In demanding that the entire Democratic 
city ticket be supported, Senator McCarrepg 
has the backing of several of the twenty- 
One district leaders in the Kings County 
organization. Congressman George H. 
Lindsay’s organization in the Fifteenth 
District, of which he is the leader, already 
has indorsed the entire ticket, as of course 
has the organization in Senator McCar- 
ren’s Fourteenth District. Conrad Hasen- 
flug’s Nineteenth District has taken simi- 
lar action. The Tenth District, of which 


McCarren's law partner, ex-Judge Hag- 
gerty, is the leader, will follow suit to- 
night. as will Judge Brennan’s Thirteenth 
District. 

All these men were at headquarters yes- 
terday, and declared they did not intend to 
recede from the position they had taken, 
and would not be turned by the wishes of 
any party leaders. They said they were 
ersonally fond of McLaughlin, but be- 
ieved he had made a mistake in not abid- 
ing by the action of the City Convention. 

The McCarren men say that several other 
districts will follow the action of the Me= 
Carren district club, and claim McGuire’s 
Sixth District, Regan’s Sixteenth District, 
and Winter's Twentieth District. This 
would give them eight of the twenty-one 
districts, leaving the McLaughlin men thire 
bar > pee. 

McLaughlin believes that Quinn of the 
First, Walsh of the Mosendl. “aan of the 
Third, Bouck of the Fourth, Melody of the 
Fifth, Doyle of the Seventh, Gray of the 
Eighth, Kehoe of the Ninth, Farrell of the 
Eleventh, Dooley of the Twelfth, Shea of 
the Seventeenth, Creamer of the Eigh- 
teenth, and Sinnott of the Twenty-first 
Districts will remain solid, but from the 
talk indulged in about headquarters and 
by the men in question themselves there. is 
much doubt about Kane of the Third and 
Melody of the Fifth. 

Should they go over to McCarren it would 
leave the Executive Committee of the or- 
ganization standing eleven for McLaughlin 
and ten for McCarren, with grave chances 
of the latter gaining control through the 
backing of Tammany Hall in this borough. 
This is the situation that confronts Wille 
oughby Street, and because of it McLaugh- 
lin and his lieutenants have good reason to 
believe that their rule is nearing its end. 

“There is absolutely no change in our 
position,” said James Shevlin yesterday 
when he left the auction rooms after the 
day was done. ‘“ We are prepared for any- 
thing that happens. During the civil war 
I was on a man-o’-war, and we had men on 
board who were called ‘ white mice.’ They 
would work to break up a mess, and when 
they had accomplished this they would go 
to another mess and break that up by 
knocking the management.’ Then they 
would go ashore and complain of ill-treat- 
ment. We have ‘white mice’ in all 6r- 
ganizations andgin fact, we expect them. 

‘* Senator McCarren heretofore has always 
been sufficiently skillful to justify his con- 
duct in and out of the Legislature when h¢ 
has differed with his party, for he is very 
clever at getting into a logical position, 
But he attended the meeting of our Execus 
tive Committee when we voted not to mak» 
the nomination of Grout and Fornes unan». 
mous and he voted to make the resolutiog 
of instruction unanimous. 

“Now he has turned political acrobay, 
but I do not see how he can manage to 
justify his action. Tbe organization can- 
not be blamed for his stand. We intend to 
fight for our position and are not surprised 
at what comes.”’ 

“What do you think of Littleton’s 
speech?" Mr. “hevlin was asked, 

‘Mr. Littleton is a Democrat,”’ announced 
Mr. Shevlin, ‘‘and he had the right side 
of the argument. He stands on the plat- 
form of the County Corvention that nomi- 
nated him. ‘The meeting at McCarren's 
club was like a packed jury. Only invited 
guests attended, and McCarren only invited 
those on whom he could depend.” 

Hugh McLaughlin seemed to be in a 
pleasant mood over the Littleton speech, 
but worried over McCarren. 

‘* McCarren is trying to keep straight with 
the people over the river at Fourteenth

The Republicans were willing to retire 
them if the Citizens’ Union would indorse 
Justice Bennet for nomination for the 
Twelfth District Municipal Court.

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GROUT ISSUES AN APPEAL 


Republican Nominations of Hih- 
richs and McGuire Filed. 








Fornes Denies Indignantly That He Ar 
ranged with Murphy Last Spring 
for Democratic Indorsement. 





The Republican nominations of Frederic 
W. Hinrichs, Fusion candidate for Con- 
troller, and Edward J. McGuire, Fusion 
candidate for President of the Board of 
Aldermen, were filed with the Board of 
Elections yesterday by George R. Manches- 
ter as Secretary of the Republican Con- 
vention, at 3:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 
President John R. Voorhis of the Board of 
Elections was not served with any hnotico 
of injunction on behalf of Edward M. 
Grout or Charles V. Fornes to prevent the 
acceptance of the certificates. 

The fact that neither acted yestérday to 
protect their alleged right to remain on the 
Republican ticket as candidates for Con- 
troller and President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, respectively, was taken as an inh- 
dication in Fusion circles that they do not 
intend to make any attempt to uphold their 
right to the Fusion nominations by means 
of legal procedure. Under the law, how- 
ever, they have three days in which they 
may act. 

President Voorhis received the certifi- 
cates of the nomination of Messrs. Hinrichs 
and McGuire and the proceedings of the 
convention, and they were placed on file. 
The minutes of Wednesday's convention 
read as if the convention was a continua- 
tion ef the convention of Sept. 23, for it 
was duly declared that the minutes were 
“a true record of the convention’s meet- 
ings on Sept. 23 and Oct. 7."’ 

Controller Grout refused to answer a 
question as to whether he would make a 
legal contest against the acceptance of the 
certificate of the nomination of Mr. Hin- 
richs. He gave out the following statement, 
however, commenting upon the action of 
the Republican Convention which took Mr. 
Fornes and himself off the Republican 
ticket: 

The machines have taken another roll, 
the Republican in the lead. Six years ago 
the Citizens’ Union was anti-Platt as well 
as anti-Tammany throughout the whole 
campaign. Now it is under Platt's control. 
But the people can unmake machines and 
they can vote as they please, no matter 
how machines make up the ballots. I shall 
fight this campaign through to the end, 
sustained through it, as I have been during 
the past fortnight, by the conviction that 
I am right. I shall appeal to the people 
for fair play and for a judgment made 
after a full hearing, not closed now, but a 
month hence on election day. 

All parties, all newspapers, agree that I 
have been an honest and efficient Con- 
trolier.

JUSTICE BISCHOFF RENAMED 





John F. Ahéarn Chosen to Run for Man- 
hattan Borough President — Con- 
gressman Sulzer Praises Con- 
troller Grout. 


Without a hitch in the programine as 
laid down by Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tammany Hall County and Borough Con- 
ventions, held last night in the Fourteenth 
Street Wigwam, ratified the slate by nam- 
ing John F. Ahearn for Borough Presi- 
dent and Mitchell L. Erlanger for Sheriff, 
and renominating Justice Henry Bischoff, 
Jr., for the Supreme Court bench. 

Although it was known some days before 
that ex-State Senator Ahearn would be 
named for Borough President, the norhina- 
tion of Mr, Erlanger was a surprise, sprung 
by Mr, Murphy less than two hours before 
the conventions. For days it had been re- 
ported that a prominent Jew would get 
this nomination, and on Wednesday night 
Justice Herman Joseph was believéd to 
have the inside track. Pressure was 
brought to bear yesterday, however, in 
favor of Mr. Erlanger, and Mr. Murphy 
went over the matter with district leaders 
and determined to take him up. His an- 
nouncement was made after 7 o'clock, when 
the Tammany Hall Executive Committee 
met to lay out the programme for the con- 
ventions, 

Meanwhile the crowds were gathering for 
the conventions, but the héavy rainfall kept 
so many home that the police, who were on 
hand in large numbers, did not have any 
difficuity in handling the people. By 8:30 
o'clock the big hall was filled, seats and 
standing room alike, but was not packed 
to a degree of discomfort, 

Promptly at 8:30 o’clock Daniel F. Mc- 
Mahon, Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, called the County Convention to order 
and said he had been instructed to present 
as temporafy Chairman the name of 
Charles “ F.'' Dayton. This caused a gen- 
eral laugh among the old-timers. Thomas 
F.. Smith, the Secretary, spoke to the Chair- 
man, who promptly corrected himself, say- 
ing the name was Charles W. Dayton. Mr. 
Smith called the roll, and Mr. Dayton was 
unanimously elected. 

‘This is a convention of the Democrats 
of the County of New York to nominate 
county officers,’’ said Mr. Dayton, ‘“ and 


it would indeed be surprising if the name 
of a single Republican were presented, 
Non-partisanship in the government of 
cities may be theoretically gorrest, but I 
challenge an _ iliustration rove the 
government of any city abaclats y, uninflu- 
enced by partisan considerations. ir. Low, 
an honorable man and a devoted public 
servant, has not hesitated, during his term 
as Mayor, to preside at partisan Republican 
gatherings and to confer with the Kepub- 
lican Governor of this State and the leading 
United States Senator of this State. Then, 
too, when {t came to the appointment of a 
head of the police force, he did not hesitate 
to select a former Chairman of the Repub- 
lican County Committee and a close friend 
of a Republican President. All his appoint- 
ments were of Republicans or of emo- 
crats with Republican proclivities, 

“What a narrow-minded act it was of 
a Republican President, in his recent ad- 
dress at the battlefield of Antietam, to so 
markedly neglect to mention the name of 
the hero of that conflict, Gen. George B, 
McClellan, [Great applause and cheers for 
* Titthe Mac."’'] Next year there will be a 
Governor of this State and a President of 
the United States to be elected, and it now 
behdoves every Democrat to ardently and 
honestly work for the success of the Dem- 
ocratic municipal ticket. The Republicans 
seek to wrest that advantage from us. Let 
us see that they fail in the attempt. Our 
candidate for Mayor, George B. McClel- 
lan, [great cheéring,) is the equal of Mayor 
Low in intellect, integrity, experience, and 


fidelity. Under him no wrongdoer, Demo- 
crat. Republican, or non-paftisan, can 
survive.”’ 

When Mr. Dayton had coneluded his 
apeom. Senator Dowling offered a resolu- 
tion indorsing the action of the City Con- 


vention and promising loyalty to Met lellan, 
Grout, and Fornes. This was adopted with 
a whoop, the names of Grout and Fornes 
arousing neatly as much enthusiasm as did 
the name of McClellan. The temporary of- 
ficera were madé permanent afid the con- 
vention proceeded, 

Joseph F. Mulqueen, leader in the Twen- 
ty-ninth District, who earlier {tn the day 
received his certificate of re-election by ten 
votes, placed Justice Bischoff in nomina- 
tion to succeed himself, ‘‘ Republicans do 
not always so indorse Justices,’’ he said. 
“ They have a habit of running their own 
candidates when they ean win and of in- 
dorsing our candidates when they know 
they can't.'’ Seconding speeches were made 
by “Charles G F. Wahle in behalf of the 
Bronx and by M. Warley Platzek. The 
nomination was unanimously made. 

Ferdinand Levy was recognized and pre- 
sented the name of Mitchell L. Erlanger 
as candidate for Sheriff. Thomas C. T. 
Crain seconded the nomination, which was 
also made unanimously, Thén the usual 
committees on notification and to fill va- 
cancies, and another committee on mass 
meetings, were provided for, and the County 
Convention declared adjourne d. 

Daniel F. McMahon immediately took the 
gavel and called the Manhattan Borough 


Convention to order. Mr. Dayton was 
made Chairman again. Then Patrick Keen- 
an, the veteran leader in the Sixteenth 
District, presented a resolution for the 
nomination of a candidate for Borough 
President. There were plenty of friends of 
the old leader in the hall, and they gave 


him the demonstration of the night, cheer- 
ing and applauding to the echo while. he 
blushed and grew as red as a man attacked 

with stage fright. On motion of Senator 
Dowling resolutions indorsing McClellan, 
Grout, and Fornes, similar to those adopted 
in the other convention, were presented 
and adopted, 

Then Abraham Stern took the platform 
and placed John F, Ahearn in nomination 
for Borough President. 

“ John F. Ahearn fills the bill complete- 
ly? declared Mr. Stern, and then the 
friends of Ahearn broke loose with a be 
demonstration. ‘‘ Ahearn is a product 
our lower east side, a graduate of the pub- 
lic schools, and one of the best friends 
the public ‘schools ever had. He has ever 
been faithful t6é Tammany Hall, has been 
a consistent advocate of the establishment 
of small parks, for increased school accom- 
modations, for recreation piers, and for 
the gener al welfare of the people.” 

At every mention of the name of Ahearn 
the crowc ore and yelled, one advocate 
of the nominee, Who came from the Fourth 
District, broke loose with an umbrella, 
which he opened in the hall and waved 
frantically. 

“Put down the umbrella; it’s a hoodoo! "’ 
yelled some of the crowd. The man obeyed 
quickly, 

Congressman William Sulzer took the 

atform, and spoke for fifteen minutes on 
he ticket of the City Convention, and also 
in advocacy of the nomination of Ahearn, 
which he seconded. 

“Two years ago Mr. Grout was good 
enough for those good and holy people 
who now oppose him.” said Mr. Sulzer. 
‘His administration has been perfect, but 
now because, under the Jeadership of our 
able chieftain, Charles*F. Murphy, [cheers,] 
he has been plucked as a brand from the 
burning, those who formerly hailed him 
turn their backs, spit upon him, and take 
him off their ticket. What a spectacle! ’’ 

The nomination of Ahearn was unani- 
mously made. 

Mitchell L. Erlanger, nominee of the 
Tammany County Convention for Sheriff. 
has not been closely identified with political 
affairs, but is a practicing lawyer with 
offices at 48 Cedar Street and residing at 
Broadway and West Seventieth Street. He 
is a brother of Abraham L. Eflanger, cf thé 
theatrical syndicate firm of Klaw & Er- 
langer. 

Mr. Brianger, the nominee, .was born in 
Buffalo in 1857, but came to this city early 
in life. He was aduated from the Coa- 
lumbia Law School in 1887, and has prac- 
feed here since. He is a member of the 

Inited Hebrew Charities, a Director of the 
Montefiore Horie, a member of the Young 
Men’s Hebrew Assoctlation, of the. Free Sons 
of Israel, of. the Law Institute, of the 
Washington Irving Union, of the Demo- 
cratic Club, and of the Free and Accepted 
Masons.

Covers were laid for 
twenty eight, and speeches were made by 
‘Chauncey M. Depew, Timothy L. Wood- 
ruff, Job Hedges, and the Karl of Lonsdale, 
Senator Depew spoke for three-quarters 
of an hour in his best véih, and the Karl 
of Lonsdale made an address on pi 
American friendship and yacht racing as 
means of cémenting it. Sir Thomas r-- 
plied, but he could not be catight on the 
question, which had been put to him a 
number of tires during the evening, as to 
whether of not he would challenge again, 
and if so how soon. ‘I would like to come 
every year,” was the way he answered 
the question. 

Among_the guests at the dinner were the 
Earl of Denbigh, Baron de Brabant, Com- 
modore Robert E. Tod, Commodore Fred- 
erick G. Bourne, Vice Commodore John H. 
Flagler, and R. A. C. Smith. 

It was nearly midnight when Sir Thomas 
and his party, including most of the guests 
at the Union League Club dinner, réached 
the Waldorf, where the Baronet had ar- 
ranged to give a farewell supper in the 
palmroom.

“‘T shall certainly be only too glad to 
enter my yacht Thistle in such a tace. Mor- 
ton F. Plant, the owner of the Hertfeshoff 
schooner Ingomar, says he will also enter 


his boat, and I havé practically the same 
assurance from George Lauder, Jr., owfier 
of the Endymion, the Atlantic record 
holder. 


“As soon as any definite plans are set- 
tled I will communicate with the owners of 
a seote of American Ocean-going yachts and 
am sure of a hearty response."’ 

The Earl of Lonsdale, who arrived yes- 


terday from San Francisco, and who is a 
personal friend of the German Emperor, 
was equally enthusiastic. He said: 

‘It is a splendid idea. It has my héarty 
support. I will do all in my power to bring 
the race about. I will communicate with 
the German Empefor at the earliest oppor- 
tunity and urge him, if it is consisteat with 
his view, to enter the Meteor and the Iduna. 

‘ Whether his seventy will see fit to en- 
ter them is a question I am not competent 
to answer hete. Here is a telegram from 
the Emperor. He says: ‘The Meteor did 
forty-one miles to-day in 4 hours and 17 
minutes.’ 

“T see it is suggested that the cup be 

iven to the New York or the Atlantic 
acht Club. Now, while I am not giving 
the cup, I hope Sir Thomas won't think it 
presumptuous if I offer a suggestion. It 
seems to me this is too broad a question 
for individual clubs. 

“Would it not be a better plan to hold it 
under somewhat the same conditions as the 
race for the German Emperor's Cup, from 
Heligoland to Dover, where it is left to a 
sb committee of the German and English 
clubs? 

‘Would it mot be as well tn this transat- 
lantic race to have a representative from 
each of the British clubs, say, from the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club of Ireland, from 
the Royal Yacht Club squadron at Cowes, 
from the Imperial Yacht Club of Kiel, and 
one each from the two American yacht 
clubs, the New York and the Atlantic, to 
act as a joint committee to draw up rules 
and act as judges of the race?”

William Searches for Him at the 
Bijou in Variegated Pantaloons. 


tie Furthermore Makes Love to Louise 
Allen in the Schoolgirl’s Lan- 
guage of Love. 


Failing the merelf Personal interest of 
his first play this year, Mr. William Collier 
last night brought out a new piece agitat- 
ing the question of his father. To do this 
he was obliged to abandon the sober modern 
wear and racy dialogue in which he has so 
long been welcome and familiar and don 
the more variegated trousers and the less 
variegated slang of 1840. 

In the three acts of “Are You My 
Father?” he wore coats of cinnamon-buff, 
asparagus green, and wine red—a pleasing 
feast of color—with an appropriate assort- 
ment of brass buttons and ruffled cuffs. 
His company disported a large assortment 
of satin tiles and strap trousers, and every- 
body said cannot instead of can’t, do not 
instead of don't, and spoke in metaphors 
that flowered like a grandmother's garden. 
With the thunder roaring, the lightning 
flashing, the rain pouring down in torrents 
upon a blocking of cabs and trolleys in 
Broadway, it all made up a first night of 
wonders that will long be remembered. 

“Are You My Father” is by Ernest 
Lacy, and is founded on Capt. Marryat’s 
*“ Japhet in Search of a Father.”’ The pro- 
gramme says it’s a comedy; but, like the 
little boy, the programme lies. It is an 
out and out farce of the most famillar 
fashion. Janhet has been placed in a 
foundling home in a basket, but under 
circumstanees that lead him to believe in 
later life that his parents are somewhat. 
He grows up into an apothecary’s ap- 
prentice and, falling in love with a young 
gentlewoman, finds it necessary to establish 
his claim to be a gentleman in order to 
marry her. 

His search is much longer and more ar- 
duous than that of the reporter in ‘“ Per- 
sonal,”’ who had a similar errand, and leads 
him to put most embarrassing questions as 
to foundlings to about every one in the 
cast. His prize victim is Lady Maelstrom, 
(creditably played by MarionAbbott,) whom 
he forces into a confession of having secret- 
ly and for reason disposed of her first 
child to an asylum; and he is about to em- 
brace the lady as, if not his father, at least 
his father’s wife, when she exclaims that 
her child was a girl, and incontinently 
zaints. : 

Japhet’s pet idea is that he is to spot his 
ancestor by a similarity in the paternal 
nose, and his study of cartileges becomes 
so persistent that he is taken for mad, 
whereupon he acts the madman. Between 
whiles he makes love to Louise Allen in 
the inflated periods and elaborates similes 
of schoolgirl’s *‘ Language of Love, look- 
ing madder, or at least, more foolish, than 
ever. 

Japha’s father turns out to be an old 
General, back from India, (Hugo Toland 
acts the part very _well,) who is the living 
image of Henrik Ibsen; but he belies the 
pet Ibsene doctrine of hereditary by not 
having a nose like Mr. Collier’s. He hasea 
bad temper, however, and otherwise so 
ciosely reminds one of the Norwegian 
playwright that one refrains with difficulty 
from interrogating him on the subject of 
sits baths and what is really the matter 
with Hedda. 

Mr. Ernest Lally is a Philadelphian who 
writes pleasant sonnets. We do not know 
who his father is, but the father of Mr. 
Lacey’s play is quite obviously the hundred 
volumes of Lacey’s acting drama. And it 
is not unlikely that it will find its father 
more speedily than its hero does, and be 
gathered to it on the shelf. 


MRS. FISKE’S “HEDDA” AGAIN. 


The Play Is Crowding the Manhattan 
Theatre, and Mrs. Fiske’s Perform- 
ance Is Markedly Improving. 


Mrs. Fiske’s production of ‘‘ Hedda Gab- 
ler”? at the Manhattan has triumphed along 
many lines. In the first place it is packing 
the house nightly to the doors with people 
whose intelligence in the drama is keen 
enough to enable them to follow the play 
with rapt interest that periodically breaks 
out in delighted laughter at the grim Nor- 
wegian strokes of character, or into spon- 
taneous applause at an exceptionally fine 
passage of acting. There is no doubt about 
it, they go to see Ibsen because they like it. 
It is a sight to bring disquiet to those re- 
actionary folk who so long ago proclaimed 
that they had sealed the mausoleum of 
Ibsen, and have been engaged jn resealing 
it ever since. In the second place the oc- 
casion has struck a hard blow at the an- 
cient superstition that all who go to see 
Ibsen as neurasthenic aesthetics with long 
hair. It has been remarked on all sides 
that the audiences are of unusual dignity 
and distinction, including the people of the 
highest intelligence and fashion. The only 
man with long hair thus far noted is one 
who has longest been occupied in sealing 
dnd resealing that mausoleum. 

The point of chief moment is that night 
after night Mrs, Fiske has added weight 
and coherence to her impersonation. She 
herself is authority for the statement that 
she is always at her worst on first nights. 


The rapidity and indistinctness of her utter- 
unce, the tenucusness and uncertainty of 
some of her emotional effects, were no 
doubt due to extreme nervousness. It is 
aiso true, no doubt, that a second hearing 
reveals even to the professional playgoer 
values that were missed in the first seeing. 
One of these lost chords was the expres- 
sion on Hedda’s face during the emotional 
passages between Lovborg and Mrs. Elv- 
sted. In the first hearing attention was 
concentrated on the compelling sweetness 
and sincerity of Miss Carlotta Nillson’s 
voice and acting, which night after night 
brings its spontaneous burst of applause 
that interrupts the dialogue. On a second 
hearing the expression on Mrs. Fiske’s 
masque riveted attention. In its few sim- 
= lines were gathered a lowering ma- 
ignity, a low-browed intensity of tragic 
passion that chilled one’s heart and seemed 
to stop the pulse. 

The greatest difference was noted in Mrs. 
Fiske’s use of her voice and in the cli- 
maxes cf the two latter acts, and here it is 
pretty certain that the difference was the 
result of gains on the part of the actress. 
Woras that were only half audible in com- 
fortable first night seats in the sixth row 
were distinctly heard in the standing room 
only of the third night. The passage lead- 
ing up to the burning of Lovborg's pre- 
cious manuscript—Mrs. Elvsted’s “ child ”’ 
—was taken with a weightier denotement 
of passion, a greater tempest of triumphant 
hate, the voice rising in quavers of half- 
inarticulate rage, as the flames leaped up 
from the crumpled ——, Something is 
still lacking of a full and rounded utter- 
ance of the effect Ibsen has so skillfully 
and unmistakably constructed, but the es- 
sential note is there. : 

There was a similar intensifying of the 
passage from the dawning thought of sui- 
cide in Hedda’s soul to the final shot. On 
the first night it seemed that in denoting 
the giacial synicism, the hoar frost of iri- 
descent frivolity, of Hedda’s tripping to 
death, Mrs. Fiske failed to strike ee deep 
note of despair that alone can give dra- 
matic value to the sparkling of the surface 
manner. In the pepetition the note of de- 
spair was more fully accented. The differ- 
ence was largely in the length of the pause 
after the Assessor's taunt that she would 
mot breve death. On the first night the 
peuse seemed to last two or three minutes. 
m the third night it seemed to last ten, 
theugh in point of fact it was probably not 
more than one. But, ten minutes or one, 
the pause gripped the house and bent every 
thought on what was passing in Hedda’s 
mind. One saw the realization of her di- 
lemma force itself by degrees upon her 
spirit, slowly progressing from point to 
point like the falling of the arctic night, in- 
exorable and inevitable, until her face was 
the face of black despair. Then came the 
excited resolution, and with it the leaping 
up in Hedda of all the little devils of de- 
light. Her subtle and quizzical taunts to 
Tesman and Mrs. Elvsted, her airy, saucy 
curtsey of farewell to the Assessor, the 
impertinently jocular dance music on the 

iano—after that pause and the emotions 

t revealed, all this was like the flaring of 
the northern lights in the full depth of the 
brumal night. 

Already Mrs. Fiske’s Hedda has taken the 
altitude and the breadth of a teuly great 
creation. That it has quite wrung the 
heart out of the character one is not pre- 
pared to affirm. There is still an under- 
uccentuation running throughout, in at 
least one place doing violence to Ibsen’s 


express stage direction. But the present 
week will surely be the last week only for 
the present; and when we are permitted to 
see the performance again—there is hope. 


MR. PINERO’S NEW PLAY. 


“Letty ” Enthusiastically Received Last 
* Evening in London.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Times says 
that in “ Letty,” produced at the Duke 
of York’s Theatre last evening, Arthur. 
W. Pinero has reverted to his earlier 
manner. It is a play of incident and 
character, not a Contribution to the 
drama of ideas, though it may be said to 
have its unpretentious little thesis that 
it is better to resign yourself to orthodox 
domesticity than to sell your peace of 
mind for a career of guilty splendor. 

But, says The Times, it is Mr, Pinero’s 
chief aim to tell a straightforward story 
for its own sake. ‘‘ Letty” is not great, 
but an extremely interesting play. Letty 
is a clerk in a ‘‘ bucket shop,’’ who has 
made the acquaintance of Letchmere, a 
gentleman who she hopes is going to 
marry her. He loves her, but he is mar- 
ried. Her employer, Mandeville, loves 
her, too, and wants to marry her. He is 
a “bounder,” but Letty accepts him 
when Letchmere confesses that he is 
married. 

Then there is a scene in a restaurant, 
where Mandeville, filled with champagne, 
makes a scandalous scene and disgusts 
Letty, and Letchmere, who is there with 
another party, takes her away to his 
rooms. They agree to elope, when a mes- 
Sage comes saying that Letchmere’s mar- 
ried sister has eloped, The news causes 
a revulsion of feeling, and Letty and 
Letchmere part. 

The eptlogue shows Letty married to a 
worthy if vulgar photographer and 
Letchmere in consumption. 

The play is admirably acted, especially 
by Irene Vanbrugh and H. B. Irving, 
though the latter is a little too solemn. 
Mr. Kerr is delightful as the ** Bounder,” 
as is Nancy Price as a vulgar shop girl. 
The play was enthusiastically received.

Herman Isaacs, a bootblack, who was 
standing near the statue at an early hour, 
told Capt. O’Brien that a man said to him: 

‘*Say, boy, you see that flag? Well, it’s 
hanging below Nathan Hale, right where 
it ought to be.”’ The man slapped him on 
the back, took a shine, and paid him $1 
for it. Perhaps that was why the lad told 
the Captain that he had not taken suffi- 
cient notice of this particular patron to 
give any description of him. 

“Why didn't you tell the cop?’’ he was 
asked. 

“He'd a seen it hisself if his eyes was 
open,”’ 

Commissioner Greene has ordered Capt. 
O’Erien to make an investigation of the 
placing of the flag on the statue and to 

ring charges against the patrolman who 
Was on that post.

D. K. BAKER A SUICIDE. 
Aged Man, Suffering from Financial Re- 
verses, Left Word That Young 
Wife Be Notified. 


D. Kellogg Baker, seventy-two years oid, 
committed suicide yesterday morning in the 
Everett House by shooting himself in the 
head. He had registered at the hotel the 
previous night. A note directing that his 
widow, who lives at the St. James Hotel, 
109 West Forty-fifth Street, and his nephew, 
Lucien 8S. Bayliss, a lawyer, of 764 Williem 
Street, be notified, led to his identification. 

At the time of his death Mr. Baker was 
employed as a solicitor by H, Hale & 
of 128 Broadway, general agents for the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. He also 
sold books for an installment house. 

Mr. Baker was married Oct. 11, 1900, in 
the Marble Collegiate Church, on Fifth 
Avenue, to Miss Katherine Farr Campbell, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Willlam Camp- 
bell of 36 West Ninety-first Street. A wed- 
ding breakfast and reception followed at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. The age of the bride 
was given as twenty-seven years. Baker, 
at that time considered to be a man of 
means, held a responsible position with the 
National Wall Paper Company. According 
to Mr. Bayliss, his uncle lost his position 
with the National Wall Paper Company, 
through no fault of his wn, and went to 
Honduras, where he efigaged in a com- 
mercial enterprise. It was not successful, 
and he returned to this city about a year 
ago. 

Advanced in age and almost penniless, 
he began to solicit life insurance and sell 
books. For a time he was fairly success- 
ful, but had neither the strength nor the 
ability of his younger days, and his busi- 
ness slipped away from him.

FREIGHT RATES FOR IMPORTS. 


Traffic Officials Discuss Manufacturers’ 
Grievance in Conference. 


Representatives of twenty-five railroads 
engaged in Western and Southwestern 
freight traffic met in the rooms of the 
Trunk Line Association, at the foot of Lib- 
erty Street, yesterday to confer regarding 
a readjustment of import freight rates. 


They met as members of the Import Com- 
mittee of the Trunk Line Association, and 
had for the major topic of discussion the 
grievance of American manufacturers that 
under certain schedules goods of American 
manufacture are shipped West and South 
at a greater cost than imported goods. 

The Westerners in the conference, it is 
understood, took the position that a stable 
rate should be fixed on the imported ar-

The proverbial proneness of the unex- 
pected to happen, especially in the case 
of flying machines, has been demon- 
strated too often since the 
Icarus to leave room for surprise that 
gravity was too much for the Langley 
mechanism.

The dif- 
ficulty probably resided in the fact that 
the apparatus was not made just as it 
was calculated, and considering the lim- 
itations of the mechanic arts and the 
variableness of materials, this always 
comes between the mathematician and 
the expression of his results in wood, 
iron, and canvas, or whatever is em- 
ployed in construction. In most things 
the variation permissible from plans and 
calculations is not fatal to utility, and in 
any other form of flying machine than 
a balloon the least margin of variation 
permissible in exact mechanics is proba- 
bly much too wide to warrant the ex- 


days of 


pectation that the results sought will be 
attained. Nature is more successful in 
applying the law of compensations to 
the correction of errors of design or de- 


velopment than man has ever been or is 
ever likely to be. The bird which cannot 


fly at all, or not very well, usually does 
not need to; but if the time ever comes 
when it does need to, its differentiation 


is gradually but certainly effected along 
natural lines, 


It should be remembered, however, that 
the bird successful in flight is an evolu- 
tion. It has taken a great many genera- 


tions of his kind to develop his muscular 


system in just the right way for flying 
purposes, and very likely the process has 
consumed many centuries of time. The 
mistake of the scientist would appear to 
be in his assumption that he can do with 


much less suitable material by a single 
act of creative genius what nature ac- 
complishes with such immeasurable de- 


liberation. It may also be that he has 
failed to recognize the difference be- 
tween matter which is passive and must 
be differentiated and matter which may 
be said to co-operate with the creative 
purpose and to assist the process of dif- 
ferentiation by effort. The bird that 
wants to fly and feels the need of flight 
tries to fly, and keeps on trying until it 
can fly as well as it needs to. The ma- 
chine does only what it must do in obe- 
dience to natural laws acting on passive 
matter. Hence, if it requires, say, a 
thousand years to fit for easy flight a 
bird which started with rudimentary 
wings, or ten thousand for one which 
started with no wings at all and had 
to sprout them ab initio, it might 
be assumed that the flying machine 
which will really fly might be evolved 
by the combined and continuous ef- 
forts of mathematicians and mechani- 
cians in from one million to ten million 
years—provided, of course, we can mean- 
while eliminate such little drawbacks and 
embarrassments as the existing relation 
between weight and strength in inorganic 
materials. No doubt the problem has at- 
tractions for those it interests, but to the 
ordinary man it would seem as if effort 
might be employed more profitably.

AGREE TO ARBITRATE

All the Substantial Features of a 
Treaty Now Settled.

It Follows the General Lines of the Hay- 


Pauncefote Treaty—Culmination of 
the Two Powers’ Rapprochement. 


PARIS, Oct. 8,—It is learned in authori- 
tative quarters this evening that the terms 
of a general treaty of arbitration between 
France and Great Britain have been con- 
cluded between Foreign Minister Delcassé 
and the authorities in London. 

All the substantial features of the treaty 
have now been settled. There only remain 
minor questions of detail and the signing 
of the treaty. The formalities are so far 
advanced that the treaty is considered to 
be an accomplished fact to-day. The ad- 
vanced stage of the negotiations has not 
yet been communicated to the public. 

The treaty follows the general lines of 
the Hay-Pauncefote arbitration treaty, 
which to a considerable extent served as a 
model. It is pointed out that the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, although rejected by 
the United States Senate, now serves the 
useful purpose of giving a basis for this 
important Anglo-French treaty. The offi- 
cials also view the negotiations as evidence 
of the sympathetic attitude of the United 
States, France, and Great Britain on the 
practica! adoption of the theory of arbitra- 
tion. 

The treaty is mainly significant as being 
the culmination of the rapprochement be- 
tween France and Great Britain after 
centuries of warfare, the maintenance of 
defensive armaments, and the recent ani- 
mosities growing out of the Fashoda inci- 
dent and the South African war. It is also 
significant of the tendency toward a rear- 
rangement of the European political alli- 
ances, 

The treaty is mainly the outcome of the 


exchange of visits between King Edward 
and President Loubet and the visit of 
Baron d’'stournelles de Constant and the 
French Parliamentarians to London, Of- 
ficial pourparlers followed. 

French feeling heretofore has been rather 
skeptical over the practical realization of 
the treaty, and when its advanced stage 1s 
knewn it will occasion widespread atten- 
tion and discussion in France and through- 
out the rest of Hurope. 


MOROCCO NEARLY BANKRUPT. 


Taxes Not Collected at Tangier for Two 
Years—Sultan’s War Expenses 
Very Heavy.

LONDON, Oct.’'9,—The Times’s corre- 
spondent at Tangier says the taxation 
has not been collected for two years. The 
Europeans who have supplied the Sultan 
with Western luxuries hold bills for large 
sums, secured by the customs and hold- 
ing precedence over any new loans 
raised. The Sultan’s expenses for his 
main army are alone estimated at £30,000 
a day, and the treasury cannot contain 
money for more than a few weeks’ ex- 


penditure. 

The correspondent says something like 
bankruptcy and anarchy appears inev- 
itable unless the powers assist Morocco 
or France agrees to come to the Sultan’s 
rescue in consideration of the powers 
acknowledging her right to surveillance 
of the finances and to a preponderating 
influence In Moorish politics. 


GUNBOAT BLOWN UP. 


Uruguayan Vessel General Rivera Sunk 
at Santa Barbara — Commander 
and Many Others Lost. 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct. 8.—The 
Uruguayan gunboat General Rivera (of 300 
tons) has been sunk at Santa Barbara as 
the result of an explosion in the powder 


magazine. Her commander was burned to 
death and many of her crew were killed. 


The General Rivera was an iron vessel 
118 feet long and had 21 feet beam. She 
was built in 1891. Her armament consisted 
of two 4.7-inch Krupp breechloading guns 
and two machine guns.

ALASKA HEARING ENDS. _ 


Eloquent Closing Speech by Mr. Dickin- 
son—Mr. Foster Thanks the 


British Government. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—The arguménts in the 


Alaska boundary arbitration were finished 
at 3:40 P. M. to-day. Jacob M. Dickinson 
of American counsel concluded with an 
eloquent peroration, dealing with the bonds 


of amity between the United States and 
Great Britain, 


The wives and families of the Commis- 
sioners and of counsel were present. 

John W. Foster,. the agent for the United 
States, thanked the British Government 
in the name of the American Government 
for its courtesy, Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone paid a tribute to Mr. Dickinson, and 
the session broke up. 

The closing moments were marked by an 
intensity of interest hitherto lacking in the 
proceedings, As Mr, Dickinson finished his 
argument and commenced his references to 
international relations and the possible 
effect of the verdict thereon, the members 
of the tribunal and the other listeners ap- 
peared to grasp the true import of the pro- 
ceedings, which had almost been lost sight 
of in the puzzling technical details in 
which they had been shrouded. 

“The tribunal,” declared Mr. Dickinson, 
“is unique, and the treaty will entirely 
miscarry unless at least one member shall 


decide against the contention of his own 
people. The faith thus manifested by the 
Governments of Great Britain and America 
that judgment and justice will be exalted 
above the plane where the sympathies that 
move men have sway challenges the atten- 
tion of mankind and distinguishes this tri- 
bunal above all others. It does not follow 
that a failure to reach a decision will show 
that such falth was in any degree mis- 
placed, but if a settlement is reached it 
will be a triumphant epoch in the history 
of the struggle of humanitarian principles 
for the substitution of something better 
than war as the sole court determining in- 
ternational differences. What could give 
higher inspiration to those laboring for the 
peace of the world than the settlement of 
these issues, so pee nant of possibilities? 
If the tribunal should render a judgment 
practically unanimous it would be the 
strongest assurance yet given to humanity 
that the Christian nations are tending 
toward the only practical realization of the 
poet’s dream of a parliament of nations 
and a confederation of the world.” 

Mr, Dickinson aiso paid a tribute to op- 
posing counsel and Lord Chief Justice 
Alverstone’s fairness. 

Lord Alverstone said he had heard many 
leaders of the American bar speak in ar- 
bitration and other cases, but Mr. Dickin- 
son’s argument equaled anything he had 
ever heard, and he had not suffered by the 
fairness and impartiality with which he 
had presented his arguments. 

Mr, Foster said? 

‘* Having approached the end of the open 
sessions, I desire in the name of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States and in behalf 
of my associates and myself, to make pub- 
lic recognition of the extreme friendliness 
and consideration with which we have been 
received by the British Government and by 
its representatives. Not only has every 
facility and convenience been afforded us 
for the dispatch of the business which 
brought us to this capital, but these acts 
have been attended by marked courtesy and 
kindness. In making this acknowledgment 
it is especially pleasant to recall the fact 
that during our prolonged sessions not a 
harsh word has been spoken, nor has an 
unpleasant incident occurred to mar the 
harmony of our intercourse. May this be 
an indication of the character of the deci- 
sion to be rendered by this tribunal, which 
both nations await with so much interest.’’ 

Lord Alverstone replied feelingly, sayin 
that his Majesty’s Government woul 
doubtless deeply appreciate such an ex- 
pression of friendship and thanks. 


NEW POSTAL INDICTMENTS. 


Cincinnati Grand Jury Takes a Hand 
Now—Ex-Official and Go-Between 
the Defendants. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 8.—Daniel V. Miller, 
late Assistant Attorney for the Post Office 
Department, and Joseph Johns, lawyer, 
were indicted by the United States Grand 
Jury to-day, charged with conspiracy to 
commit an offense against the United 
States. 

Daniel V. Miller was employed as Second 
Assistant to Assistant Attorney General 
Tyner of the Post Office Department. Jo- 
seph Johns was an attorney at Rockville, 
Ind., where he was arrested May 27. Miller 
was arrested the same day in his offices at 
Washington. 

The allegations upon which the arrests 


were based related to charges of extorting 
a bribe from John J. Ryan of J. J. Ryan 
& Co., turf commissioners. Post Office In- 
6pectors had recommended that a fraud 
order be issued against the Ryan firm, sus- 
pending all its mail. Ryan and Judge Out- 
cult went to Washington to argue the case, 
Miller representing the other side. 

Ryan ciatmed his company had enough 
money to pay all depositors in full, and 
as a result of the hearing Acting Assistant 
Attorney General Christiancy recommended 
that the Post Office Inspectors make an- 
other investigation. They did so and a 
second time a fraud order was recom- 
mended. 

A few days later, according to evidence 
produced before the Grand Jury, Miller tel- 
egraphed to Johns to deal with Ryan. A 
meeting was held at the Gibson House be- 
tween Johns and Ryan, in which Ryan 
paid $4,500, of which $2,500 was for a fa- 
vorable decision on the scheme allowing 
Ryan's continued use of the mails and 
$2,000 was for revising Ryan's advertising 
matter so as to conform to the ruling of 
the Attorney General. 

Ryan paid the amounts in checks, which 
are held as evidence against Johns and 
Miller. 

Both Miller and Johns appeared in court 
and entered pleas of not guilty. Johns 
made his plea conditional, reserving the 
right to change it after reading the indict- 
ment. 

The defendants were allowed until Friday 
to file demurrers or motions, and their bail 
was fixed at $2,500 each, which both were 
prepared to furnish. 

The chief witness before the Grand Jury 
was John J. Ryan, who, it is said, pro- 
duced telegrams received from Miller di- 
recting him to meet Johns in Cincinnati, 
where he paid Johns the money by checks. 


BEAVERS AGAIN SURRENDERS. 


Furnishes Bail to Answer Another 
Washington Indictment. 


George W. Beavers, the former head of 
the Salaries and Allowances Division of the 
Post Office Department, again surrendered 
himself yesterday upon another indict- 
ment returned against him recently in 
Washington, charging still another con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. 

‘“*What are you here for now?’’ inquired 
a friend of Mr. Beavers when the latter 
appeared in United States Commissioner 
Shields’s courtroom yesterday. 

“Oh, I don't know,” responded the in- 
dicted postal chief wearily. ‘It’s another 
one of those Washington indictments, I be- 
lieve. To tell you the truth, I didn’t pay 
much attention to it.” 

Mr. Beavers gave $5,000 bail for 
liminary examination on Oct. 27. J “ 
Brown of Audubon Park again became his 
bondsman. 


Order for Senator Green’s Arrest.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—A bench warrant 
was issued to-day by Justice Pritchard for 
the arrest of State Senator George E. Green 
of Binghamton, N. Y., who was indicted on 
Monday by the District Grand Jury in the

236,663. Of this sum $14,870,515 is in stock, 
$310,740 in notes, and there is due from cer- 
tain parties $56,719.82.

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CHINESE-AMERICAN 
TREATY IS SIGNED 


It Now Only Awaits Ratification by 
the Senate. 


Article 1V. Provides for the Abolition of 


the Likin System — Other Impor 
tant Concessions Granted. 


SHANGHAI, Oct. &—The commerefa: 
treaty between the United States and China 
was signed to-day by Sheng-Kung-Pao 
and Lu-Kai-Huan, the Chinese Commis- 


sioners, and by United States Minister 
Conger, United States Consul General 


Goodnow, and Mr. Seaman, the American 
Commissioners. 


The treaty between Japan and China was 
also signed to-day. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
partment has been informed that the 
American-Chinese commercial treaty has 
been signed. An imperial Chinese decree 
has made the treaty effective so far as 
China is concerned, but it must be ratified 
by the United States Senate before ratifi- 
cations can be exchanged and the treaty 
put in operation. 

Great satisfaction is expressed at the 
State Department at the outcome, as it 
makes it certain that the two ports in Man- 
churia will be opened to the United States 
no matter what the result of the negotia- 
tions for the evacuation of that country by 
Russia may be. The assurance that Rus- 
sia has previously given, and adherence to 
which this Government would insist upon, 
is that the treaty arrangements made with 
China covering Manchurian ports will be 
binding upon the Russian Government. 

The negotiations between China and the 
United States which culminated in the 
treaty were initiated under the provisions 
of Articie XI, of the final protocol, signed 
by the powers at Peking on Sept. 7, 1901, 
terminating the anti-foreign outbreak of 
the preceding year. 

The present treaty has for its object the 
extension of commercial relations between 
the contracting powers by amending the 
existing treaty of commerce and navigation 
with China. 

Articles I., II., and III, refer to the rights 
and privileges of diplomatic officers, Con- 
suls, and citizens of the United States in 
China, and embody a number of changes 
which have been sanctioned by usage in 
China since the treaty of 1858. 

Article IV. is the most important of the 
treaty. By it the Chinese Government, rec- 
ognizing that the present system of levy- 
ing dues upon goods in transit, and es- 
posal the system of taxation known as 
ikin, impedes the free circhlation of com- 
modities to the general injury of trade, 
undertakes after the ratification of the 
treaty and at a date to be mutually agreed 
upon to abandon the levy of likin and other 
transit dues throughout the empire, and to 
abolish all the barriers and tax stations 
maintained for their collection. The United 
States, in consideration of this change, 
agrees, if all other powers having treaties 
with China do likewise, to pay at the port 
of entry on all its imports into China a 
surtax of one and a half times the tariff 
import duty, By this payment America 
shall secure complete immunity from all 
other taxation whatsoever Within the em- 
pire. Exports from China sha]l pay 7% per 
cent. ad valorem, (as at present,) the whole 
amount of the duty being collected at the 
port of exportation. 

These are the salient points of this ar- 
ticle, which officials here believe may 
bring about a complete and saluta re- 
form in the fiscal administration of the 
empire and enable the Central Government 
to derive much larger sums from the in- 
ternal taxes than it now does, when the 
cost *of collection is perhaps 60 per cent. 
of the whole. 

The remaining provisions of Article IV. 
relate to the method to be followed in 
abolishing the present internal tax system, 
limit the places where native Custom 
Houses can be maintained, and provide for 
certificates of identification for foreign im- 
ports and for the treatment of Chinese ma- 
chine-made goods, which are to enjoy a 
rebate on the import tax and exemption 
from export tax. Finally, the article pro- 
vides the method of investigation of com- 
plaints, and declares that an imperial edict 
shall be issued, at a date to be hereafter 
fixed, setting forth the abolition of likin 
taxation and charging the various high 
officials of the empire with carrying, it out. 

By another article the Chinese Govern- 
ment agrees to the establishment of bonded 
warehouses by citizens of the United States 
at the open ports of China. 

By Article VII. the Chinese Government, 
“recognizing that it is advantageous for 
the country to develop its mineral resources 
and that it is desirable to attract foreign 
as well as Chinese capital to embark in 
mining enterprises,’’ agrees, within a year 
from the signing of the treaty, to conclude 
the revision of its mining regulations so 
that citizens of the United States may be , 
able to carry on in Chinese territory mining 
operations and other necessary business 
connected therewith. 

Article IX. provides for the protection of 
trademarks in China. 

Article X. provides for the protection of 
patents and Article XI. for the protection of

Article XIV. relates to Chinese Chris- 
tians and to missionaries. It insures to the 
former the free exercise of their religion 
and protects them against the injustice of 
the native officials, while not, however, re- 
moving them from their jurisdiction or 
claiming for the American missionaries the 
right to interfere with the exercise by the 
native authorities of their jurisdiction over 
their nationals. To the missionaries it 
secures what they have sought for years, 
recognition of their right to rent and lease 
in perpetuity such property as their so- 
cieties may need in all parts of the empire. 

At the request of the Chinese Government 
an article has been incorporated in the 
treaty by which the United States consents 
to the prohibition of the importation into 
China of morphia and of instruments for 
its injection. 

Another article of the treaty provides for 
the opening to international trade, in the 
same conditions and manner as at other 
places now opened to like trade in China, of 
the Cities of Feng-Tien-Foo (Mukden) and 
An-Tung, the first the capital of the Man- 
churian Province of Sheng-Ching and the 
latter a port on the Yalu River on the road 
between Mukden and Wiju, Korea.

Appropriation for Developing South- 
ern Rural Schools. 


Nashville Nonmal Scholarships to be 
Discontinued—Dr. Samuel A. Green 
Appointed General Agent 
Temporarily. 


At the annual meeting of the Peabody 
Education Fund in the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
yesterday it was decided to appropriate 
certain amounts each year for the develop- 
ment of the rural public schools in the 
South. Another appropriation was for 
Summer schools. For both these purposes 
the board allotted $20,000—$10,000 for each. 

It was also decided that on and after 
October, 1904, the scholarships in the Nash- 
ville Normal School should be discontinued. 
Free scholarships for teachers have been 
provided in the Normal School with an ad- 
ditional $200 for living expenses. Some time 
ago the board decided to cut down the 
living expenses one-half and multiply the 
scholarships. Since that time there have 
sprung up scores of normal schools in va- 
rious parts of the South, and it was decided 
that the Scholarship Fund could be used 
with better results in assisting the ryral 
schools and aiding Summer schools for 
teachers. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Bishop Doane of Albany. Chief Justice 
Melville W. Fuller presided, with Dr. Sam- 
uel A. Green of Massachusetts as Secre- 
tary. Others present were James D. Por- 
ter, J. P. Morgan, William A. Courtenay, 
Henderson M,. Somerville, Charles E. Fen- 
ner, Dr. D. C. Gilman, Benator George F. 
Hoar, Morris K. Jesup, and Hoke Smith. 

Dr. Gillman paid a tribute to the memory 
of the late Dr. J. L. M. Curry, Ambassador 
Extraordinary to Spain during the corona- 
tion of the young King, and general agent 
of the Peabody Education Fund. 

One of the first questions to be taken up 
was the advisability of taking in a larger 
field rather than expending the entire in- 
come of the fund in one particular location. 
This led to the decision to curtail the ap- 
oropriation for the Normal College in 
Nashville, and to appropriate funds for 
rural school and Summer school work in 
various sections of the South. 

J. P. Morgan, Treasurer, read his an- 
nual report, which showed that fully $85,- 
000 had been expended last year in appro- 
eye The fund now totals a trifle over 

2,100,000, aithough George R. Peabody's 
original fund laid aside for education in 
the South was $3,000,000. This shrunk con- 
siderably, owing to the defaulting of cer- 
tain Southern States on their bonds. 

Before closing, the board unanimously se- 
lected Dr. Samuel A. Green as general 
agent, to succeed the late Dr. Curry. This 

osition carries with it an allowance of 
5,000 a year. Chief Justice Fuller was re- 
elected Chairman and Joseph H. Choate 
First Vice Chairman. The meeting closed 
with a banquet. 

A special meeting of the board will be 
held in January, in Washington, D. C., to 
hear the report of a committee appointed 
to secure a permanent general agent, as 
Dr. Green has intimated that he cannot 
give all his time to the duties of this office, 


BUILDING TRADES FEDERATION. 





Representatives of 700,000 Workmen 
Meet at Indianapolis to Form an 
International Organization. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 8.—Leading rep- 
resentatives of the national and interna- 
tional organizations of building and re- 
pairing trades met this afternoon in con- 


‘ ference for the purpose of bringing their 


respective organizations into an interna- 
tional federation having for its object the 
arbitration, adjudication, and 
building trades affairs. 

Among those attending are M. P. Carrick, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Brother- 
hood of Painters, Decorators, and Paper- 
hangers; James Hannahan, Grand Trustee 
of the International Union of Steam Engi- 
neers; P. Gubbins, President of the Inter- 
national Union of Bricklayers and Masons; 
J. R. Cavanaugh and W. A. O’Keefe, re- 
spectively President and Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Operative Plasterers’ In- 
ternational Association; Frank Buchanan, 
President of the Bridge and Structural! Iron 
Workers’ International Union; Herman 
Ilien, President of the International Hod 
Carriers and Building Laborers’ Union; 
Frank Duffy, Secretary, and Thomas Neale, 
Treasurer, of the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners, and John Maloney and § 
B. French of the Electrical Workers. They 
represent 700,000 workmen. 

A committee was appointed to frame a 
skeleton constitution to be submitted to 
the conference.

GOES MAD ON A TRAIN. 


Passenger Jumps Off, but Is Not Killed, 
and Fights Indiana 
with Stones: 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 8.—Wes- 
ley Hedges, traveling on a Big Four train, 
accompanied by his wife and three chil- 
dren, en route from Jacksonville, Va., to 
La Harpe, Ill, suddenly became deranged 
while on the train, and after arriving here 
held the police at bay for a long time. 

While the train was running fifty miles 
an hour Hedges suddenly gave a wild 
scream, and, seizing one of his children, 
plunged through the car window into the 
darkness. His wife grabbed the boy just 
as the man disappeared. 

The trainmen stopped the train, and, 
with the assistance of the passengers, a 
torchlight search along the track was made, 
The searchers soon came upon Hedges lying 
near a telegraph pole. 

He was picked up for dead and placed in 
the baggage car and brought to this city. 
Shortly after arriving here he began to 
show signs of life. Left in the station un- 
guarded, Hedges again became violent and 
sprang out of the station and ran down 
the street, pursued by the entire police 
force, With large stones which he picked 
up he kept his pursuers at-bay. He was 
finally overpowered and taken to jail.

FAVORS PIER EXTENSION. 


Engineer’s Argument Regarding North 
River Presented to the War 
Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Acting Secretary 
of War Oliver to-day received through Mc- 
Dougall Hawkes, Dock Commissioner of 
New York City, a paper prepared by 
Samuel Whinnery, civil engineer, which 
sets forth the contention of the Dock Com- 
missioner in favor of the extension of the 
piers into the North River 200 feet further 
than at present, making them 1,000 feet in 
length. The paper is an argument in favor 
of the extension and takes a different view 
from that entertained by the engineers of 
the army, who say that the extension wil! 
be to the detriment of navigation. 

Mr. Whinnery contends that it would be 
tauch better in lengthening the piers to 
make the extension into the river rather 
than into the land. He says no extension 
piers on the New Jersey side are necessary, 
and that the assertion of the engineers that 
an extension on the New York side of the 
river would mean an extension on the New 
Jersey side is not well founded. 

This matter has been pending’for a num- 
ber of months and the transportation inter- 
ests centred in New York City have been 
very much interested in the final decision. 
It has how been referred to Gen. Gillespie, 
Chief of Engineers, who will report to Sec- 
retary Oliver his findings upon the argu- 
ment of Mr. Whinnery.

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AUTOMOBILES DROP OUT. 


Rain and Muddy Roads Play Havoc with 
the Machines in Second Day’s 
Test Run. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 8.—Much in- 
terest was manifested here over the en- 
durance run of automobiles from New York 
to Pittsburg, in which Binghamton is the 
second day's objective. At 4:50 o'clock 
this afternoon the two pilot cars of the run 
reached the city. They reported that 
roads were in a frightful condition. Fred 
A. Nickerson said that in al) his experience, 
including the driving of a car over the 
Rocky Mountains, he had never been on 
such an uncomfortable ride. 

Winsor T. White explained that 
had been in mud and water up to the hubs 
of the wheels for a great portion of the 
time, and that the water fraquently poured 
the dashboard. Mr. White reported 
an excerdingly dangerous place about four 
miles from Binghamton, where the road 
runs over a narrow causeway for several 
hundred feet. The officials car 
with a red light to be stationed at the 
entrance to the causeway to warn the 
drivers as they came in. 

The first car in the test run, the pilot 
cars being excepted, arrived at 6:43 o'clock. 
It was No. 5, and was followed at 7:25 by 
No. 40. Up to 9 o’clock eight had 
reached the garage. All were covered with 
mud, and the operators, in many cases, 
were so chilled and weak that they could 
searcely stand after leaving their ma- 
chines. H. W. Chapin, the observer as- 
signed to No. 13, reported on foot at the 
garage shortly after 9 o'clock. He stated 
that the car had broken its transmission 
gear at 10:45 o’clock this morning, after 
covering about thirty miles of the day’s 
run. The machine was rendered helpless, 
and the observer had a fourteen-mile drive 
to a railway station. Car No. 35 was 
claimed by its operator, F. B. Stearns, to 
have been the first car into Unadilla. An 
accident during the afternoon, caused by 
its skidding and running into a stone wall, 
injured the steering gear. 

Thirty-three of the thirty-four automo- 
biles taking part in the endurance run 
started from Pine Hill this morning in a 
Griving rainstorm. The missing machine, 
driven by George H. Holley, dropped out 
last night before reaching Pine Hill. The 
road lay over heavy grades. The contest- 
ants wound the rear tires of their ma- 
chines, to prevent excessive skidding. Even 
then the wheels of the machines often 
turned in the muddy places without catch-

It instructed Mr. Parke to route coal cars 
for Philadelphia and Reading points via 
Martinsburg, instead of via Cherry Run. 
Another letter, dated Cumberland, May 20, 
1903, insisted that coal cars for Phila- 
delphia and Reading points should be routed 
by Martinsbure. 

The witness said that he received other 
letters from Husted during April and May 
last, censuring him for allowing cars to

Storm Wrecks a Tent on Morristown 
Field Club Grounds, and Awards 
Given in Only Five Classes. 





Special to The New York Times. 

MORRISTOWN, N. J., Oct. 8.—Incessant 
rain and a brief but heavy windstorm 
spoiled the opening of the Morristown Field 
Club's sixth annual horse show to-day, and 
the exhibition was postponed until 11 
o'clock to-morrow, after five classes had 
been judged this afternoon. The grounds of 
the Morristown Field Club contain a spa- 
cious ring, framed by stands and private 
boxes, suitable parking spaces, and a fine 
promenade, as well as ample accommoda- 
tion for the horses, ponies, and vehicles 
of the exhibitors. 

Rain fell in torrents from the moment 
the pairs of harness horses in the opening 
class entered the ring, but the drivers did 
not seem to heed the adverse weather, so 
intent were they on bringing out the best 
points of their teams. Walter P. Bliss 
carried off the premier honors with his 
pair Morris and Grey Friar, and the fiat 
of the judges met with general approba- 
tion. Mr. Bliss also got the blue ribbon in 
the class for horses shown before .run- 
abouts with his gray gelding Shadow, but 
Miss Ethel G. Rockefeller, who exhibited 
and drove her chestnut mare Tendresse, did 
not get a place among the ribbon winners. 
Robert H. McCurdy’s Dawn and Eve were 
awarded first prize in the class for road- 
sters, open to all; Thomas B. Hidden’'s 
Pansy and Daisy, a very showy and well- 


' matched pair, being placed second. 


H. McK. Twombly’s chestnut mare Ala- 
bama, carefully and skillfully ridden by 
Miss Ruth Twombly, won first honors in 
the class fur saddle horses over 16.2 hands. 
This class, the second on the programme, 
was watched with keen interest by the 
spectators. 

Six middleweight hunters up to carrying 
165 to 190 pounds were sent over the 
hurdles. The track and field were sloppy, 
but James Madden, riding Charles Pfizer's 
bay gelding York, succeeded in making his 
mount negotiate the obstacles almost per- 
fectly, and won the blue ribbon, as all the 
other competitors failed at one or more 
jumps. During the judging of the third 
class the windstorm wrecked a wagon tent 
in which several grooms and their charges 
were sheltered. Some of the horses were

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks weak. 


Call money easy, 114@2% per cent. 


Stock Exchange business turned yes- 
terday upon two factors, one of which 
had been long anticipated and which 
most had thought would be beneficial, 
and the other related to ancient history, 
uncovering a peril from which the pub- 
lic had escaped. It might have been 
thought, as it was thought and said by 
good judges, that progress by the Steel 
Trust along a road which it should have 
taken sooner would be beneficial. And 
it might have been thought that scandals 
affecting a promotion which had only 


been able to float a half million of bonds, - 


and whose shares have been dealt in to 
the extent of but 340 shares this year, 
would have been damp powder as af- 
fecting present prices, or any considera- 
ble circle beyond those involved, primari- 
ly. But these influences were not con- 
fined to the properties concerned. The 
Steel dividend was perceived to have in- 
volved in it basic conditions affecting 
many industries and affecting the entire 
fabric of manufacturing cost, at the 
foundation of which lies the wage and 
labor questions. And the sordid testi- 
mony regarding one industrial was ex- 
tended inferentially to all of that class 
born in that characteristic period. It is, 
of course, unfair to confuse the good and 
bad, but who is to tell which is which 


when trusted names are false lights and 
when misleading reports of values are 
circulated among “insiders,”” who no 
longer possess a golden key for the use 
of themselves or those unfortunate 
enough to have been close to them? The 
evidence which rehabilitated one reputa- 
tion at the expense possibly of business 
judgment involved other names of wider 
concern. There were many who did not 
share in the general hasty indiscriminat- 
ing distribution of blame, and who found 
excuses and explanations in misrepresen- 
tations which narrowed the responsibili- 
ty down to names in the background as 
yet, but destined to become con- 
spicuous. Failure to realize optimistic 
expectations is one thing, and it has 
proved depressing enough. To this is 
added deceit, misrepresentation of facts, 
in exposing an attempt to sell above 
worth things known to be incapable of 
becoming worth their price. 

It needs but to run down the list to 
see how universally depressing were 
these united influences. With the last 
sale of Shipbuilding at 1—take your pick 
of common or preferred—it will be ad- 
mitted that the disclosures had been 
pretty well discounted. But it was not 
the rubbish which suffered yesterday, 
nor the industrials alone. Everything fell 
away. Amalgamated Copper sold to the 
extent of nearly 150,000 shares, the big- 
gest day’s business in any security for a 
long time. It lost 3 points, closing near 
the worst for the day, after selling at the 
year’s lowest and carrying associated 
stocks along, implying indifference of its 
powerful supporters to the market de- 
cline. The Steels were the next most act- 
ive stocks, the preferred losing more 
points, but the common returning to the 
old low record, below 15. The excellent 
reports of Atchison and Erie availed 
nothing to save them, and Pennsylvania 
and Union Pacific shared the common 
fate. Western’ Union lost its improve- 
ment of Wednesday upon its successful 
lawsuit, and American Telephone and 
Telegraph lost 6°34, which ig rather more 
than the amount it is liable to be mulcted 
in that litigation would warrant upon 
any day other than yesterday. 

In the bond market also there was in- 
creased activity, but a somewhat better 
tone. Steel 5 per cents fell from 73, to 
70%, but closed at 7144. This is not a 
bad showing for a day like yesterday, 
and a security in such a position as the 
Steel Trust issues. In other 
prices yielded only fractions, and in not 
a few cases rose fractions. Inferences 
have been drawn that the relatively bet- 
ter condition of the bond market fore- 
casts improvement in the stock market. 
It may also betoken distrust in stocks, 
and a turning in despair to the depart- 
ment where more stability can be found, 
affording hope that principal values will 
not shrink faster than income accrues. 

The Bank of England's report was not 
very good, but American eagles are pro- 
curable more cheaply in London, and 
sterling is heavy here. Domestic ex- 
change also is more favorable to New 
York than customarily at this season. 
The produce markets were strong upon 


a good foreign demand in part, and cot- 
ton was weak, partly in sympathy with 
Wall Street.

BOSTON, Oct. 8—President Fish of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany said to-day, referring to the decision 
of the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in favor of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company in the lawsuit overstock: 

“The Bell Telephone Company is advised 
by its counsel and believes that the views 
of the Court of Appeals, as stated in its 
opinion recently filed, should not prevail, 
and the case will be carried to the last ap- 
peal possible. 

This Mtigation, which has already been 
in the courts twenty years, will undoubted- 
ly continue for a considerable time before 
it is concluded, The telephone company 
believes it is under no lability.’’ 

President Fish says the story of a merger 
with the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany is untrue, and when he was asked 
lf the amount involved is as much as re- 
ported—$15,000,000—he declared: ‘* Not that 
much—a mere bagatele in comparison."

MAKES FULL REPORT 


Due to Anti-Metropolitan Criticism, 
Vreeland Says. 


THE YEAR’S DEFICIT $272,000

The Directors of the Interurban Street 
Railway Company, lessor of the Metro- 
politan Street Railway system, issued the 
company’s first annual report yesterday, 
for the year ended June 30. In giving out 
the report President H. H. Vreeland com- 
mented upon the fullness with which the 
results of the company’s operation were 
given. In the past, he said, the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company had issued 
no detailed annual reports, but in view of 
the criticism to which the company had 
been recently subjected, and because of 
the many unfounded statements as to the 
results of the system's operation, it had 


been decided to issue a report that would ; 


give detailed information in regard to the 
company. 

He pointed out that instead of a deficit 
for the year of more than $1,000,000 that 
Was talked about in some quarters, the re- 
port showed that the year’s deficit for the 
whole system, after provision had been 
made for the interest, amounting to $431,- 


444 on the $11,000,000 of bonds issued under 
the Metropolitan-Interurban lease, was only 
about $272,000. In referring to some of the 
items of value behind the company’s stock, 
Mr. Vreeland stated that the assessed value 
of real estate owned by the company was 
$22,000,000. 

The Directors of the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties Company, which controls the Inter- 
urban Street Railway Company, have elect- 
ed John D. Crimmins to the board, to re- 
place E. W. Sayre, who had been acting 
temporarily as Director. 

The report shews that the gross earnings 
of the entire system for the year were 
$21,549,545, an increase of $618,377 over 19U2. 
These figures represent the earnings of all 
the lines owned and controlled by the In- 
terurban Company, including a number of 
lines operated independently. During the 
year the company’s cars carried 433,6U8,524 
passengers, paying cash tares, and the 
number carried on transfers was 188,463,199. 

The earnings of the company, it is poipt- 
ed out, were kept down to a considerable 
extent by a number of adverse conditions, 
chief of which was the interference with 
traffic caused by the subway construction 
The installation of the underground electric 
system also caused the practical suspension 
during part of the year of several impor- 
tant lines. 

The Operating expenses of the year, the 
report states, were adversely affected by 
the same conditions, as well as by a sub- 
stantial increase inc wages, the abnormally 
high prices for fuel due to the coal strike, 
and the high prices for materials and sup- 
rlies, including feed for upward of 4,700 
horses which the company was compelled to 
use.

Mr. De Forest Asks Board of Estimate 
for $796,650—Other Requests. 


At the beginning of the third day of the 
hearing on the budget for next year yes- 
terday the first department to be heard by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 


was the Tenement House Department, for 
which Commissioner De Forest asked $746,- 
650, as against $466,433 allowance for 1903.

MacQueen Tells Circumstances of 
His Flight from Justice.

PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 8—Through a 
letter sent to The Workingman’s Friend, a 
New York newspaper, by William Mac- 
Queen, the English Anarchist, who was 
convicted of rioting in connection with the 
silk dyers’ strike in this city, and who fled 
the country while on bail after having been 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment, 
there is a chance that some of the Anar- 
chists here may be brought to trial on a 
charge of aiding and abetting a convicted 
criminal to escape. 

MacQueen and Rudolph Grossman, a fel- 
low-Anarchist, were convicted and sen- 
tenced to the same term of imprisonment, 
but were released under bonds pending an 
appeal The appeal was adverse to the 
convicted men, but when they were,called 
for confirmation of sentence it developed 
that they had left the country. Their 
boudsman, Philip Geyer, the father of the 
attorney for the defendants, had to pay 
$13,000, the amount of the bond for the two 
men. 

Several editorials in The Freeworkers’ 
Voice, a local publication, blaming the two 
men for running away, has evidently 
prompted MacQueen to reveal a plot by 
which MacQueen and Grossman were aided 
to escape by a ‘‘Committee of Defense,” 
said to have been made up of local An- 
archists, who protected Geyer on the orig- 
inal bond before the trial, giving a back 
bond for $13,000. On the second bond, how- 
ever, according to the fugitive Anarchist, 
the bondsman did not thus protect himself 
and lost $13,000, 

MacQuvueen's Jetter, the date of which is 
not given, expresses pain at the idea of 
Lditor 8. Janovsky of The Freeman's Voice 
blaming himself and Grossman tor running 
away and leaving their bondsman in the 
lurch. ‘“‘ After Grossman and mysclf were 
arrested and served several weets in pris- 
on,’ continues the letter, ‘several of our 
triends tried hard to get us out on bail. A 
number of our comrades, mostly Itallans, 
were willing to give the father of our law- 
yer, Mr. Geyer, back ball. That meant that 
they would have to provide security for 
$13,000 bail and one of our comrades stood 
good for it. The contract for the back bail 
was made through Lawyer London of New 
York and the contract was made binding 
until we should appear for trial. We were 
then released. 

‘After we had been tried and sentenced 
we appealed in order to get a new trial, 
and this made it necessary to get new bail, 
which was tixed by the court at $6,500 each. 
Philip Geyer bailed us out the second time, 
but this time he forgot to protect him- 
self by a back bail contract with our 
comrades, so that is why we got out on 
bail furnished by a capitalist, and our com- 
rades could not be compelled this time to 
make the back bail good, so I and Gross- 
man did not appear for sentence. Philip 
Geyer lost the money and no one else. 

“It is not proper,” concludes MacQueen 
virtuously, ‘‘ that one comrade shall blame 
another without having reason for it. If 
Editor sonevany wants to find out aH the 
particulars he should write to the Secretary 
of the Paterson Defense Committee, which 
will prove that my words afe true." 

It Js believed that Geyer can be made to 
tell who went on the back bond and who 
he dealt with in arrangin the original 
bond. By this means the authorities believe 
they can get the men who aided in the 
escape of the two convicts. It is also prob- 
able that the authorities will aid Geyer in 
an effort to get MacQueen back to this 
country and thereby recover the $6,500 bail.

TWO STORMS SWEEP THE CITY. 


Rain Floods Streets to the Accompani- 
ment of Lightning and Thunder, 
Doing All Sorts of Damage. 


A couple of fully developed and thorough- 
ly businesslike rainstorms, one from ihe 
south and the other from the northwest, 
got here yesterday, one in the morning and 
afternoon and one in the evening. The 
storms were a little overdue, according to 
the Weather Bureau's schedule, but they 
were fully able to make up for lost time, 
and quickly converted the streets into 
rushing rivers, and, overtaxing the sewers 
in many cases, flooded hundreds of cellars, 
did all sorts of damage in various petty 
ways, and filled the city generally with 
gloom and mud, 

The storm from the Southern Atlantic 
Coast got here first, traveling on a thirty- 
six-mile-an-hour southeast wind, and, in 
addition to rain, carried a sort of side 
line in the way of booming thunder and 
vivid lightning, but the northwester stuck 
to rain from first toMast and plenty of it. 

Throughout the forenoon at intervals the 
wind from the southeast came fitfully in 
gusts, and the rain acted in pretty much 
the same erratic manner. So did the 


thousands of pedestrians who tried to car- 
ry umbrellas and keep their footing on the 
slippery streets, 

From 8 o'clock in the morning until 7 
o'clock in the evening 1.10 inches of. rain 
hed fallen according to the Weather Bu- 
reau instruments, and the rain coat, rubber 
shoe, and umbrella dealers announced that 
they had done a fine business, and were 
cheerful, Then the southern storm mad 
erend peroration in peals of thunder and 
flashes of lightning, ana the wind Wass. u 
and howied an accompaniment and the rain 
cume in torrents, 

Then its successor from the Great Lakes 
arrived, The wind shifted around to the 
northwest and the deluge came. The rain 
fell in blinding sheets, and the streets ran 
rivers of muddy water. Theatre crowds were 
drenched and street cars were jammed to 
suffocation. Within the hour and forty 
minutes between 7 and 8:40 o'clock 1.24 
inches of rain fell. This means damage to 
building foundations and to cellars. here 
were lulls after this hour, but they were 
of short duration, and by 11 o'clock at 
night 2.76 inches had fallen since 8 A. M. 
And still it was raining. The Weather 
Bureau people said that both storms had 
been expected sirce vesterday. They didn’t 
know exactly when the northwester would 
get through business. 

The storms did not confine themselves to 
the city, but played havoc with outlying 
cities and towns. In Paterson, owing to 
the leaking of the sewers, entire streets 
close to the river were flooded, and some 
of the thoroughfares were badly torn by 
the water. The loss is estimated at at least 
$10,000. 


STONECUTTERS OBDURATE. 


Refuse to Work with Members of New 
Unions, and a Shut-Down May 
Result, 


All efforts to get the Journeymen Stone- 
cutters’ Union to end its fight against the 
new unions organized under the auspices 
of the Employers’ Association have failed, 
and it is now for the Employers’ Assocla- 
tion to take decisive action to end the fight. 
In the small hours of yesterday morning 
the union decided to stand by Parks and 
the Board of Building Trades, not to work 
with members of the new unions and to 
kcep up its system of strikes against indi- 
vidual contractors who employ any of the 
members of the new unions. 

The man the journeymen stonecutters 
are now singling out for the fight is 
Charles A, Cowen of the Mason Builders’ 
Association, 6n two of whose contracts the 
stonecutters have stopped work. Alexander 
Nelson, walking delegute of the unton, saw 
him yesterday morning and told him that 
after he addressed the meeting of the union 
on Wednesday night it was decided to keep 
up the fight agesnet him until the members 
of the new unions are discharged. 

A meeting of the Board of Governors of 
the Employers’ Association will be held to- 
day, and iff it carries out its original pro- 
gramme it will declare a shut-down of all 
stone work until the union stops the fight. 
All the members of the Mason Builders 
Association are interested in this gigbt, as 
the declared plan of the journeymen Sone- 
cutters is to take the contractors one or two 
at a time and keep up the fight until the 
employers yield. 

Mr. Cowen said yesterday that as mat- 
ters stood there was nothing for it but the 
stopping of all stone work. He could see 
no other way to end the matter. Asked if 
this would not be a violation of the agree- 
ment with the unlons which have already 
signed the arbitration agreement, he said: 

“It would not. The journeymen stone- 
cutters have not signed the arbitration 
agreement, and their employers are not in 
the Employers’ Association.”

NEW COLUMBIA CLUBHOUSE. 


Dr. Butler and Coach Morley, at Merry 
Housewarming, Tell of Their 
Troubles. 


Members of the Columbia University Club 
gave a housewarming last night at the new 
quarters of the organziation, 15 East Twen- 
ty-sixth Street. The rooms of the club 
were crowded with alumni of old Columbia 
and their guests, who had gathered for 
the formal opening, and rounded out the 
night with mirth and melody and congrat- 
ulatory speeches. 

Speeches were made by Dean Van Am- 
ringe, who is President of the Club, Presi- 
dent Butler of Columbia, William R. Mor- 


ley, the coach of the university football 
team, and others. 

“If I know old Alma Mater right,” said 
Dean Van Amringe, “ her aim is so to fit her 
students as to earn their enthusiastic re- 
gard when they become alumni. Alma 
Mater cannot prosper as she deserves to 
do unless you have a meeting place where 
you can gather as you can in this club, 
and whenever necessary take steps to ef- 
fectively advance her interests.” 

The alumni yelled until they grew hoarse 
when Coach Morley, urged by Dean Van 
Amringe, took the floor and rendered an 
account of the Columbia football team. 

‘““We have an abundance of material for 
a good football team at Columbia,” he said, 
“bul no sooner have we succeeded in get- 
ting a good team into training before some 
paryes puts his foot down and ‘prohibits 
nis hopeful from playing with the team. A 
peculiar feature is that while we have no 
difficulty in getting the backs and end 
men, it seems impossible to get the big 
2UU-pound fellows who are strong enough 
to wreck a house, and whom we cannot do 
without. We have found to our sorrow that 
200-pound fellows generally have parents, 
and that these parents are afraid their off- 
spring are going to get hurt, The first ray 
of hope we have had for a long time was 
when we learned recently that there were 
some orphans at the university. If we 
succeed in locating them, I think the out- 
look will be brighter.”’ 

President Butler, who followed, took up 
Mr. Morley’s remarks and declared he had 
some disappointments of his own these 
latter days. 

‘““A few days ago,”’ he said, ‘‘I woke up 
and read in the newspapers that I had been 
absolutely and unconditionally nominated 
and as good as elected Alderman. The ar- 
ticle was accompanied by pictures and in- 
terviews with prominent citizens who had 
no votes in the district. The next thing I 
heard was when a ge et rang me up 
on the telephone and asked me if I knew 
that a committee of three had been ap- ! 
pointed in the district to find out who I 
was. As there has been a notable falling 
off in the interviews and pictures, I sup- 
pose the committee has been unable to find 
out and that it is all over. 

“I think there may be a way to help 
Morley out of his difficulties, though.

Nothing would be easier than to 
make it a Faculty rule that no one shall 
be admitted to the school unless he is an 
orphan, and if Mr. Morley then cannot 
succeed in getting together a team of 
good scrapping football players among the | 
embryo reporters the fault must lie with 
him.”’
